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SPANIARDS ASK FOR TIME 


Peace Conference Deferred Till 
To-morrow, When Reply Will 
Be Made to Americans. 


SPAIN MAY NOT ACQUIESCE 


The Turning Over of the Philippines 
to the United States a Proposi- 
tion That Hurts and 
Causes Hesitation.

PARIS, Nov. 14.—It has been decided 
there will be no joint session of the Peace 
Commission to-day. Secretary Moore of 
the United States Commission received from 
Secretary Ojeda of the Spanish Commission 
this morning a note saying that the Span- 
ish Commissioners had found it impossible 
to prepare their memorandum for presenta- 
tion to-day and asking if the United States 
Commissioners would be inconvenienced if, 
owing to t late arrival from Madrid of 
expected ddta, the Spaniards shénuld re- 
quest that the next meeting be deferred 
until Wednesday. 

Secretary Moore replied that the Amer- 
ican Commissioners were quite ready to 
accommodate the Spanish Commissioners 
in this matter, and the joint session was 
practically deferred until Wednesday next. 

Importance is attached to this delay, it 
being regarded as indicating that the 
Spanish Commissioners are preparing for 
a final stand in these negotiations, and it 
is believed here that the Spanjards will. not 
sign a treaty of peace which yields to 
Spain no more from the Philippine Islands 


than has thus far been offered or indicated 
by the Americans. Should the latter an- 
nounce that the United States is only will- 
ing to reimburse Spain for her pacific ex- 
penditures in the Philippine Islands, the 
Spanish Commissioners will reply, it is 
said, that their mission is finished. Should 
this occur it is possible the Spaniards will 
also suggest a suspension of the negotia- 
tions through the commissions and the re- 
sumption ot negotiations between Madrid 
and Washington.

Government Drafts Offered in Havana 
Viewed with Suspicion and Quoted

A NEW CONNECTICUT MYSTERY. 


Finding of a Skeleton Recails the Dis- 
appearance of an Italian Four 
Years Ago. 


MIDDLETOWN, Conn,, Nov. 14.—A pos- 
sible tragedy of four years ago has just 
been brought to light with the finding of a 
skeleton in the woods in the vicinity of 
Deep River. 

The skeleton was found by a party of 
rabbit hunters last Saturday. Investigation 
since then has led Medical Examiner Ely 
to believe that the skeleton is that of 
Giuseppe Sinelda, who kept an Italian 


boarding house just across from Deep Riv- 
er, and who unaccountably disappeared in 
November, 1894. The skeleton was found 
in a shallow grave partially under a stone 
wall, and the skull had the ap arance of 
having been crushed in by a blow from a 
heavy club. 

On Nov. 4, 1894, Sinelda went into the 
woods hunting, accompanied by a fellow- 
Italian. The latter returned later in the 
day and reported that Sinelda had wan- 
dered off and he could not find him. An 
overturned boat that belonged to Sinelda 
that was later found floating in the Connec- 
ticut River ve rise to the belief that he 
was drown while duck hunting. At the 
time of his disappearance it was.known that 
Sinelda carried upward of $300 on his per- 
son, but there was no trace of the money 
about the skeleton.

THE COURT OF CASSATION. 


Gen. Zurlinden and Gen. Chanoine Ex- 
amined—They Are Opposed to

PARIS, Nov. 14.—The Court of Cassation 
to-day examined Gen. Zurlinden and Gen. 
Chanione, who recently resigned successive- 
ly the portfolio of Minister of War, and it 
is said that their evidence was highly im- 
portant in upholding the attitude they have 


taken throughout that Dreyfus is guilty 
and that a communication of the secret dos- 
sier would compromise the safety of the 
State and the good relations of France with 
foreign mations.

CANNIBALS KILL SEVEN MEN. 


Details of the Murder of the Sea 
Ghost’s Crew by South Sea 
Islanders. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 14.—Depending 
upon the supposedly peaceful intentions of 
the Solomon Islanders, Capt. Kohlshon, a 
German trader and the owner of a cutter 
called the Sea Ghost, started from Queens- 
land in the early part of Septemper for 
the Island of Buka, German Solomon 
group, with the intention of securing a 


cargo of copra. The telegraph dispatches 
stated in brief a few weeks ago that the 
Sea Ghost’s crew had been killed by natives. 
The mail from Sydney brings the following 
details: 

Capt. Kohlshon had been warned that 
the natives were not as friendly as they 
had professed, but he sailed from the Bis- 
marck Archipelago with two white mates 
and a crew of seven natives. The Sea 
Ghost arrived at Buka in the night, and 
lay off until morning. Soon after day- 
break Capt. Kohlshon gave the word that 
a number of boats were putting off from 
the short for the schooner, but the occu- 
pants were waving palm branches and 
giving other signs of peaceful intent. The 
anchor was dropped inside and the sails 
lowered. 

Five or six native boats came along- 
side, and in a few moments the Bismarck 
men and the white mates were chatting 
and making friendly signs to the Solomon 
people. Before the vessel’s crew _ could 
make a move to go below for goods and 
weapons, the islanders drew knives from 
under their belts and attacked the crew 
furiously. Capt. Kohlshon was soon _ over- 
come, and his body was run through and 
through with spears. The corpse was then 
thrown over the side of the schooner. All 
but three of the crew were killed. 

The attacking natives then started 
ashore with their prisoners, taking with 
them the bodies of the mates and the dead 
Bismarck men. The prisoners were thrown 
into a canoe, landed on the beach, and 
left on the sands, while the Solomonites 
prepared a meal of the bodies of the dead. 
When the gruesome feast was being made 
ready a number of warriors ran the 
schooner ashore and found in her cabin 
a keg of liquor. In less than an hour the 
entire party was drunk. ' 

Two of the prisoners managed to escape, 
took a boat, and put out to sea. After 
floating helplessly about for two days they 
were picked up by a trader. They were 
afterward transferred to the steamer 
Moresby and taken to Queensland, where 
they related their adventures.

Klondike Woman’s Mania for Throw- 
ing Lighted Lamps Causes a $500,- 
000 Conflagration. 


SKAGUAY, Alaska, Nov. 7.—Returning 
Klondikers arriving in this city to-day bring 
the news that the City of Dawson has been 
visited with a $500,000 fire, in which forty 
buildings were burned, including the new 
Post Office structure and some of the best 


houses in the city. 
The fire took place on the morning of Oct. 


16. It started in the Green Tree saloon, as 
the result of a quarrel between two women. 
Belle Mitchell, it is said, threw a lighted 
lamp at another woman. The lamp was 
broken, the oil eprens. and in a few seconds 
building was ablazZe. 

ret the time the fire alarm sounded, a light 
wind was blowing down the Yukon and the 
people at once saw that it would require 
quick work to save the town from total 
destruction. The Post Office was the next 
building south of the Green Tree saloon, 
and the work of getting the mail matter out 
was quickly done. Although nearly all the 
mail was saved it was in great confusion. 
‘All that remains to show where formerly 
forty buildings stood are a few blackened 
logs, and the town was saved from total 
destruction by the fire engine. If it had not 
been that about 2,000 men turned out, 
worked like Trojans with wet blankets, 
buckets of water, and axes. and aided in the 
working of the fire apparatus the whole 
town would have gone up in smoke. 

The Klondike Nugget says that the losses 
will be difficult tc estimate, but a list is 
given out of the individual losses, which 
foot up $503.000. There is no insurance at 
Dawson, and the loss falls entirely on the 

als. 
ve bald there is not enough lumber and 
window glass in Dawson to rebuild the 
burned district, and that the people will 
have to live in tents for the rest of the 
Winter. 

The fire of a year ago was caused by the 
same woman, who threw a lamp at a man 
with whom she had a quarrel. A month 
ago she tried to burn her own place, in 
Third Avenue, in Dawson, by throwing a 
lamp at a woman, and nearly caused a con- 
flagration by again lesine her temper and 
wielding another lighted lamp. 


More Gold Found in Ohio. 


CANAL DOVER, Ohio, Nov. 14.—Another 
discovery of gold is announced in the Mal- 
vern district near here. The latest “ find” 


is at Augusta, a few miles north of Mal- 
vern, on the farm of M. O. Leyda, It is 
claimed that the ore fs richer than the Mal- 
vern product. Specimens will be assayed at 
once. The discovery has increased the gold 
fever, and has also caused the price of land 
in the vicinity to take a fabuldus jump, so 
that it can be neither bought nor leased. 
In case the assay shows sufficient gold, Mr. 
Leyda will at once purchase machinery to 
work the mine.

MUTINEERS SENT TO SPAIN 


Nine Hundred Men of the Orden 
Publico of Havana Put on a 
Steamer with Regulars. 


SITUATION WAS VERY CRITICAL 


Malcontents Threatened Gen. Arolas’s 
Life and Regulars Refused to Obey 
His Order to Fire Upon Them 

—Trouble Not Over. 


HAVANA, Nov. 14.—Nine hundred mem- 
bers of the Orden Publico were shipped to 
Spain this morning on board the steamer 
Alicante, which also took 20 officers and 
900 men of the regular forces. The Orden 
Publico contingent made no opposition, and 
all was quiet here. Regular troops were 
stationed along the streets leading from the 
Plaza de Armas to the wharf. They were 
under the command of Gen. Arolas. Pre- 
vious to -befng led back to their quarters, 
the troops defiled on the Plaza de Armas 
before Gen. Solano, Capt. Gen. Blanco’s 
Chief of Staff. 

All the forces of the Orden Publico were 
disbanded and disarmed Friday in conse- 
quence of their threatening attitude, due to 


the fact that they had not been paid for ; 


months. 

As originally planned, it was intended that 
the mutiny should extend to the Guardia 
Civil and the artillery regulars, and it 
might in that event have inaugurated a 
reign of terror and bloodshed in the island.

Blanco’s Chief of Staff, appeared at the pal- 
ace door and commanded the attention of 
the men. He addressed them in a concilia- 
tory tone, upbraided them for their insub- 
ordination, and condemned the ill-advised 
course they were pursuing. Then, placing 
himself at their head, he marched them 
back to their quarters, where he again ad- 
dressed them, promising them they woul¢ 
be paid. 

No further incident oceurred until dusk, 
when the mutinous Orden Publico, hearing 
that Gen. Arolas had called over 4,000 regu- 
lars in from the suburbs and concluding 
that he meant to disarm them, again left 
their quarters, each man with 150 rounds of 
ammunition in his belt, and lined up in the 
street opposite the armory, ready to offer 
resistance if necessary. 

Shortly after nightfall Gen. Arolas, at the 
head of the regulars, and preceded by a 
band of music playing national airs, ar- 
rived before the Orden Publico’s quarters, 
where he halted. Before him stood the mu- 
tinous Third Company, grim and sullen. 
Addressing them, the General reminded 
them that they were regulars and veterans, 
not mere policemen, as they had been taunt- 
ingly referred to. The Orden Publico then 
gave three cheers for Spain and the army, 
which were lustily answered. 

Immediately after these ‘ vivas,’’ how- 
ever, the regulars, to the disgust of Aro- 
las, gave three cheers for the Orden 
Publico, which the latter answered with 
a will. The General, mad with rage, 
thereupon ordered his men to charge. but 
they refused to obey. He then ordered them 
to fire, which they also refused to de. Real- 
izing that he had lost his moral influence 
over the men, the General called the offi- 
cers aside, conferred with them for a few 
minutes, and then left for the Palace, ac- 
companied by his staff and seven officers. 

About two blocks from the scene of the 
mutiny the party came upon an innocent 
and unsuspecting member of the Orden 
Pubiico, who was unarmed. Mad with fury. 
Gen. Arolas drew his sword and attacked 
the man, inflicting on him wounds from 
which the victim died this morning. In the 
mix-up Lieut. Matta, Gen. Arolas’s aide de 
camp, had his hand cut, presumably by 
Arolas’s sword, as it was the only one 
drawn. Matta had his wound dressed, and 
although he was*forced to carry his in- 
jured arm in a sling he stuck by Gen. Aro- 
las all night. 

Toward 11 o’clock Gen. Arolas, who had 
become calmer, was informed that further 
uprisings had taken place among other 
companies of the Orden Publico. He re- 
turned to where he had left the troops and 
ordered them away, after stationing a 
guard in the buildings facing the barracks 
of the Orden Publico, who by this time 
had been persuaded by their own officers to 
withdraw within their quarters. 

By midnight, however, most of the regi- 
ments of the Orden Publico, both cavalry 
and infantry, throughout the city had mu- 
tinied and turned out, fully armed, into the 
streets. Gen. Arolas, with the regulars, met 
them at the Calzada del Monta, where a 
repetition of the earlier incidents occurred, 
the troops again refusing to obey orders to 
fire when commanded to do so. A confer- 
ence then took place between the officers 
and the men, and the mutineers disbanded 
and retired for the night, whereupon Gen. 
Arolas ordered the troops to retire to their 
quarters and hold themselves in readiness 

‘for any emergency. 

The Palace was heavily guarded all night, 
and extreme precautions were taken to 
deal with a possible generahb revolt. The 
next morning, as already stated, the Orden 
Publico forces were paid and disbanded, 
and the city patrolled by regulars, who are 
quartered in the principal thoroughfares, 
parks, and squares of the city. 

Last night the Guardia Civil outposts sta- 
tioned at Arroyo, Apollo, Jesus del Monte, 
Calvario, and Managua, on the outskirts of 
Havana, numbering about 200 men, gave 
indications of an intention to follow the 
example of the Orden Publico and come to 
the Captain General’s Palace to make a 
demonstration against the withholding of 
their-pay. 

The military authorities, as a measure of 
precaution, sent a battalion of regulars to 
the barracks, and a similar precaution was 
taken at the Guardia Civil barracks in 
Havana, no communication between the two 
detachments being ailowed. 

It is reported that forty-five ringleaders 
of the mutiny of Thursday have been ar- 
rested and imprisoned in Morro Castle, but

THE MUTINY AT NUEVITAS. 


Spanish Warships Sent to Force Troops 
to Embark—Gen. March Bravely 
Faced the Soldiers’ Rifles. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Nov. 14.—Private re- 
ports from Puerto Principe and Nuevitas, 
Cuba, give further details of the mutiny of 
troops there, who demanded their pay be- 
fore embarking for Spain. 

It appears that about 4,000 armed soldiers 


presented themselves in front of the palace, 
calling on the Military Governor, Emilio 
March, for their overdue money. Gen. 
March drew his sword and ordered them to 
disband. The soldiers refused to obey, and 
some of them, armed with loaded rifles, 
threatened to shoot him. 

At this the General returned his sword to 
its scabbaftd, faced them, and cried: 

“* Do you wish to kill me? Well, kill me.” 

The soldiers, in reply, shouted: 

“No, no! We only want our pay before 
embarking for Spain.” 

The General promised them that they 
would be paid, and the soldiers returned to 
their quarters peaceably.

THE WILMINGTON RIOTS. 


Men Driven from the City Seek a Tem- 
porary Asylum at the Na- 


tional Capital. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Three of the 
Wilmington (N. C.) refugees have arrived 
in Washington, and to-day called at the 
Department of Justice for a conference 
with the officials. They are R. H. Bun- 
ning, United States Commissioner and Jus- 


tice of the Peace; John R. Melton, ex-Chief 
of Police, and C. H. Gilbert, ex-Superin- 
tendent of City Carts. 

According ‘to their statements, all were 
seized without warrant and escorted to 
the railroad station by an armed and jeer- 
ing mob, who shouted all sorts of insults 
after them as they marched along. ‘‘ White 
niggers’”’ appeared to be the least of the 
insulting names with which the crowds 
greeted them at every step. Once on the 
train, they were told in forcible language 
that if ever again they set foot in Wil- 
mington they would be shot on sight. 

When their train arrived at Newberne it 
was boarded, they say, by ex-Mayor Ellis 
and a lawyer named Guyon, and they were 
informed that it would not be safe for them 
to remain there any length of time, and so 
they took the first boat to Norfolk. Brown, 
a negro from Wilmington, who did not 
leave at the same time with them, they 
had since heard, was set upon by a crowd 
and terribly beaten in the city Post Office. 
At other points they were warned not to 
stop. - 

The three men are at present staying at 
a small hotel on Pennsylvania Avenue, but 
what they will do or where they will go 
from here he is a serious question with 
them. They say they dare not return to 
their homes {in Wilmington as they feel 
certain the threats of the mob would be 
carried out, and they would be shot. They 
plead not guilty to every charge made 
against them, and insist that they were 
driven from the State for the single rea- 
son that they were Republicans and re- 
fused, at the bidding of an irresponsible 
mob, to surrender their right of franchise. 


WILMINGTON, N. C., Nov. 14.—The city 
authorities are bending every energy toward 
persuading the refugee negroes who are in 
the woods to return to their homes. The 
military patrol was discontinued to-day, 
and the city is policed by a force of sev- 
enty-five men. Cenditions are resuming a 
normal state. 


Three Persons Reported Shot in That) 


State Yesterday. 


GREENWOOD, 8. C., Nov. 14.—A tele- 
phone message received here to-night says 
a negro woman was shot near Pine Grove 
Church by a party of white men who were 
on their way here. No particulars are ob- 


tainable, except that her house was fired 
into by a passing crowd and that one ball 
struck her in the abdomen. 

A message from Troy states that Kenne- 
dy McCastan and a negro on his place in 
Abbeville County, had a personal difficulty 
in which the negro, whose name could not 
be learned, shot McCastan in the face with 
a shotgun and then fled in the direction of 
Abbeville. He was caught and committed 
to jail. There is -no fear of his- being 
lynched. 

Later, news came from Verdery that John 
Fell had shot a negro near that place, in 
Abbeville County, while engaged in a per- 
sonal difficulty. 

None of the lawlessness reported to-day, 
except the shooting of the woman, had the 
remotest connection with the Phoenix riot.

MR. CROKER TALKS OF 1900. 


The Democracy, He Thinks, Will De- 
clare Against Trusts and in Favor 
of Home Rule for Cities. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 14. — ** Declarations 
against trusts and in favor of home rule 
will, in my opinion, be the two chief planks 
in the Democratic platform in 1900,” said 
Richard Croker at the Auditorium Annex 
to-day. 

“Of course,’’ he went on, ‘‘ two years is 
a long time and it is impossible to predict 
what will be the main issue, but in the 
opinion of the New York Dernocracy a 
declaration against trusts and monopolies 
is the matter of most moment. 

‘*By home rule I mean that large cities 
should be allowed to govern themselves and 
pe free from the control of country legis- 
lators. All our leading cities, as a rule, are 
much better governed than the States in 
which they are located. If my system of 
home rule were adopted it would be im- 
possible for such obnoxious laws as the 
force bill of New York State or the Allen 
bill of Illinois to affect the inhabitants of 
cities. 

“Take Chicago. It has a good Demo- 
cratic Government. But the corrupt Re- 
publican Legislature in Springfield is always 
threatening to make trouble. I think home 
rule will be a popular issue all over the 
country.”’

THEY FAVOR A PURE BEER LAW. 


Edward ‘Lauterbach, 
Quigg, and Senator Ford on 
Proposed Legislation. 


Edward Lauterbach said yesterday that it 
was probable that a bill would be introduced 
in the next Legislature to enforce the sale 
of pure beer in this State. 

“The idea,” said he, “is by no means 
new. I think that at least two bills have 
been introduced ~within’'the last few ‘years 
looking to this.end. One of these bills, I 
am sure, was by Senator. Coggeshall, who 
represénts a hop-growing district; and an- 
other one of them was, I think, drafted by 
Senator Ford. Both of them had in view 


the same object. 

“TI have not, seen the draft of any Dill, 
nor do I know positively that. any -bill-is 
drafting to be presented’ at Albany, but I 
am quite sure that the Legislature will 
consider’ some bill along this line. The chief 
aim of the law would be, I suppose, to pro- 
tect our own brewers against competition 
with the impure beers brought into New 
York from other ‘States’ and from ‘foreign 
ceountries:”* This: would be neither inimical 
to our own brewers, nor necessarily injuri- 
ous to any brewers outside. It could read- 
ily be ascertained just what ingredients 
and in what proportion, should enter into 
the composition of pure beer. ‘The brewers 
could not complain that it would be disclos- 
ing their secret formulae, as they now give 
these formulae to the United States revenue 
authorities, who regularly publish them ‘to 
the ‘world.* People “who drink ‘beer should 
know exactly what they ‘are drinking, and 
if they are afraid of'rice in beer, they can 
avoid those light varieties that are made 
with this grain instead of barley.” 

President Lemue! E. Quigg of the Repub- 
lican County Committee was asked yester- 
day what he knew of proposed ‘legislation 
on the subj@tt of beer, 

“§ don’t know anything about any pro- 

osed legislation,” saia Mr. Quigg, “but I 

now I want pure beer. Why, I’ve actually 
been compelled to stop drinking beer be- 
cause it tasted so bitter. The stuff we get 
in this city is evidently badly adulterated. 
I want the people to get pure beer when 
they get any, and I hope the Republican 
Législature will give it to them.” 

Senator John Ford of the Nineteenth Dis- 
trict denied yesterday that he expected to. 
introduce & pure beer bill. Mr. Ford said 
however, that he was heartily in favor o 
the enactment of a pure beer law.

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MEN ROOSEVELT MAY NAME 


Politicians Speculate as to His 
Probable Appointments. 


PLACE FOR AVERY D. ANDREWS 


Roosevelt Likes the Man, but Hesi- 
tates to Name a Democrat for 
Adjutant General. 


The fact that Governor-elect Roosevelt 
did not came to the city yesterday caused 
little subsidence in the talk about the ap- 
pointments that he is to make. . This talk 
was largely at random, Col. Roosevelt hav- 
ing given practically no intimations of his 
intentions and the politicians being much at 
sea. 

The Superintendency of Public Works is 
regarded as the most important place Gov, 
Roosevelt will have to fill. B. B. Odell, Jr., 
having refused that place, the Governor- 
elect {s believed to be still looking around 
for a suitaple man. The Colonel's friends 
say he will select a man with whose ap- 
pointment no fault can be found. 

Speculation as to who will succeed Louis 
F. Payn as Superintendent of Insurance is 
regarded as premature, in view of the fact 
that Mr. Payn’s term does not expire until 
Feb. 2. 1900, which will be the middle of 
Gov. Roosevelt’s term. No doubt is enter- 
tained that Mr. Payn will be replaced when 
his term expires. 

Jacob A. Riis, who is a close, personal 
friend ‘of Col. Roosevelt, may be made 
Chief of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, to 
succeed John ‘Ty McDonovgh. : 

William Leary, Chairman of the Cam- 
paign Committee of the Republican Club, 
who managed Col: Roosevelt's first cam- 
paigns for the Assembly, has been put 
down as likely to receive a good appoint- 
ment if he desires it. 

The Governor-elect fis said to have under 
consideration the appointment of Avery D. 
Andrews as Adjutant General. While the 
brunt of the work of reorganizing the Na- 


tional Guard must devolve upon Major 
Gen. Roe, in. command, Col. Roosevelt is 
determined to have.a strong and competent 
man as his Adjutant General as well, and 
he, is, known to be favorably disposed to- 
ward Major Andrews. The fact.that Ma- 
jor Andrews is an independent Democrat is 
causing the Governgr-elect to hesitate, it 
is said, since he does not desire at the out- 
set of his administration to antagonize his 
own party unnecessarily. 

Joseph Murray, formerly Excise Commis- 
sioner, is mentioned as a possible recipient 
of official favor at Gov. Roosevelt's hands. 
The two men bave been closely associated 
politically, Mr. Murray having been Col. 
Rooseveit’s sponsor when he was first elect- 
ed to the Assembly, and their personal re- 
lations are the most cordial. 

Frederick D. Kilburn’s term as Superin- 
tendent of Banks expires Jan. 8 next. Su- 
perintendent Kilburn has been about State 
headquarters since the election, lookin 
after tis ‘‘ fences.” His friends say he wil 
be reappointed; that there are no charges 
against him and that to remove him without 
them would bé in opposition to Col. Roose- 
velt’s well known ciwil service ideas. 

It was said at State headquarters yester- 
day that Cel. Roosevelt was not expected to 


come to this city until Wednesday, when | 


he may stop over on his way to Boston, 
where he goes to begin his course of lect- 
ures on “‘ The Winning of the West.’’ When 
he does come to the city, he is expected to 
continue the series of conferences with 
promenynt Republicans which he began last 
week.

ROOSEVELT POPULAR IN BOSTON. 


Big Crowd After Tickets for a Lecture 
He Is to Deliver There. 


BOSTON, Nov. 14.—What is taken to be a 
testimonial to the popularity of Col. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, Governor-elect of New 
York, was given here to-day when the tick- 
ets for the Lowell Institute free course of 
lectures. were: distributed at the Cadets’ 
Armory. Col. Roosevelt is to deliver a 
lecture in the course, and this morning 5,000 
people besieged the armory, on Columbus 
Avenue, in the hope of securing tickets. 

The crowd began to gather as early as 5 
o'clock. At 8 o’clock a double line extended 
completely around the armory, and the 
crowd continued to increase even up to the 
time the doors closed, indicating that all the 
tickets had been given out.

Among 
the townspeople Mr. Youngs is second in 
esteem only to Col. Roosevelt. He has 
lived so long in Oyster Bay and has mixed 
so much in its affairs that he is"personally 
acquainted with nine out.of every ten men 
in the town. His appointment was some- 
thing of a surprise,.as it was expected he 
would be named for some better-paying of- 
fice. He is said by his friends to prefer the 
private. secretaryship to anything else in 
the gift of the next Governor.

Mr. O’Grady Visits Col. Roosevelt.

WILL PROTEST TO THE MAYOR. 


Citizens Will See Him To-day with 
Reference to the Amsterdam 
Avenue Tracks. 


Mayor Van Wyck will at noon to-day re- 
ceive a deputation somewhat extraordinary 
in size and composition. It will be com- 
posed of several hundred property owners 
and residents of the upper west side living 
between Seventy-second and One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Streets, in the vicinity of 
Amsterdam Avenue, and will include many 
women. The object of the deputation is to 
protest against the recent action of Com- 
missioner of Highways Keatfng in issuing 
a general permit to the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company to change all its lines to the 
electric system, including Amsterdam Ave- 
nue. 

The action of the Commissioner of High- 
Ways has suddenly revived a bitter three- 
sided contest which has been waging for 
more than a year between the railroad 
company, the city, and the residents of 
Amsterdam Avenue, between Seventy-sec- 
ond Street and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Street. she origin of the trouble dates 
back to the early Summer of 1897, when the 
Metropolitan Street Railway Company and 
the Third Avenue Company obtained the 
consent of the State Board of Railway 
Commissioners to change their motive power 
to electricity. Superintendent of Public 


Works Collis at that time gave a permit to 
the Metropolitan Company, when the resi- 
dents in the vicinity protested against hav- 
ing four car tracks operated by electricity 
on Amsterdam Avenue. The tracks, they 
ciaimed, were but four feet apart, and that 
electric cars running upon them would be 
dangerous to life and Iimb. 

A Citizens’ Committee was formed and 
suit was brought in the Supreme Court to 
prevent the carrying out of the intentions 
of at least one of the railway companies. 
Meantime the Third Avenue Company 
brought suit against the Commissioner of 
Public Works to compel him to grant it 
permission to tear up the street from Sev- 
enty-second Street to One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Street. This suit was opposed 
at the time by Corporation Counsel Scott, 
aided by the committee’s counsel, in the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme Court. 
Judge Russell reserved decision in the case 
pending the decision 1egarding the test 
cases brought at Albany. In August last 
Judge Russell refused to grant a perempto- 
ry’ mandamus to the railroad company, but 
granted an alternative mandamus instead, 
pointing out that there were many questions 
of fact and many points legal and other- 
wise about the matter which ought to be 
brougnt cut before the courts. 

The railroad company did not use its al- 
ternative mandamus, however, and the citi- 
zens were startled last Saturday to learn 
that Commissioner Keating had granted the 
desired permit. There was much indigna- 
tion on the part of the citizens, who imme- 
diately went to work organizing a protest. 
The Mayor was at once asked to grant a 
hearing in the case and consented. The 
West End Association, composed of promi- 
nent citizens throughout the upper west 
side of the city, took the matter up last 
night, and President Cyrus Clark called 
upon every member who could possibly 
spare the time to be present at the Mayor’s 
office to-day. The City Government was 
roundly denounced tor its change of front. 
It is proposed to demand that the Mayor 
bring pressure to bear upon the Commis- 
sioner of Highways to revoke the general 
permit granted to the railroad company 
and issue. another containing a clause ex- 
empting Amsterdam Avenue between Sev- 
enty-second and One Hundred and Twenty- 
fifth Streets, where there are four tracks. 

Thomas A. Fulton, who will head the del- 
egation, said yesterday: ‘‘ We are anxious 
to see the Boulevard and all other two- 
track routes transformed, but we believe 
the entire city is opposed to turning Am- 
sterdam Avenue into a mere railroad thor- 
oughfare or indeed of having four tracks of 
swiftly running cars on any street. The 
action of the Commissioner of Highways in 
this matter is suspicious to say the least, 
for when the city authorities abandon the 
opportunity given by Judge Russel], liter- 
ally inviting them to contest the case in 
court and practically showing them how to 
do it, they deliberately pass the best chance 
they have had in twenty years of thrashing 
out and settling this matter of the owner- 
ship of the streets.”’ 

Commissioner Keating, when asked for his 
views concerning the case, answered that 
he had nothing to say. The people’s com- 
mittee has asked the Mayor to summon 
him to the'City Hall to-day to explain why 
the permit was so suddenly granted to the 
railroad company. 


Commissioner Gray Says Mr. Carnegie 
Evaded Subpoenas, 


Henry Winthrop Gray, Special Commis- 
sioner of Jurors, said yesterday, with refer- 
ence to the proceedings against Andrew 
Carnegie for failing to answer a subpoena 
for jury duty, that erroneous accounts of 
the facts had been circulated, and he gave 
out the following statement as the correct 
summary: 

“On or about Nov. 18, 1896, one of the 
usual notices was sent to Mr. Carnegie to 
appear at this office for examination on 
Nov. 21, 1895. To this notice no response 
was made. It was then determined to sub- 
poena Mr. Carnegie, and a subpoena was 
issued, returnable Dec. 31, 1896. The offi- 


cer having charge of the service of this 
subpoena was baffled in every attempt he 
made to see. Mr. Carnegie, even after hav- 
ing explained the purpose of his visit. Mr. 
Carnegie’s secretary told him that Mr. 
Carnegie would not receive the subpoena. 

“In the following year. 1897, a subpoena 
was issued, returnable March 18. At that 
time the officer having the service in charge 
was recalled from his attempt to serve Mr. 
Carnegie, upon the representations of his 
secretary made at that time to the Commis- 
sioner. In September of the presént year 
it was ascertained that Mr. Carnegie was 
abroad. Nov. 1 service was accomplished 
on Mr. Carnegie at his residence, after 
every attempt had been made to avoid the 
service. The man who served Mr. Carnegie 
was obliged to communicate with him in 
writing on a slate for fifteen minutes before 
Mr. Carnegie made his appearance, and he 
then appeared only because he was in- 
formed that a subpoena would be served 
upon him, whether he wished it or not.” 

Commissioner Gray also said he under- 
stood Mr. Carnegie was out of town, and 
he did not expect to hear from him at once. 
At Mr. Carnegie’s home, 5 West Fifty-first 
Street, it was said last night that Mr. Car- 
negie might be home by this evening, but 
Was not expected until to-morrow. 


Victory for Labor Unions.

TWO MURDERERS TO DIE. 


United States Supreme Court Affirms 
the Sentences on John Andersen 


and Edward Clifford. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day affirmed the 
judgment of the lower court and denied a 
writ of habeas corpus to John Andersen, 
convicted and sentenced to be hanged, after 


a trial in Norfolk, Va., for murder com-. 


mitted on the Olive Pecker. 

The court also affirmed the judgment of 
the lower courts in the case of Edward 
Clifford. under sentence of hanging for 
murder in New Jersey. 

‘The Andersen case has attracted wide- 
spread attention. The schooner Olive 
Pecker fsailed from Boston, laden with 
lumber, for a point on the River Platte, 
Brazil. When 150 miles off the coast of 
Brazil, Andersen, a Swede, had an alterca- 


tion with the Captain. When the latter re- 
tired to the cabin, Andersen followed and 
shot him dead. Then he armed himself 
heavily and went on deck, where, mounted 
= the forecastle, he terrorized all on 


The mate, who was aloft, was called 
down, and while pleading for his life was 
shot four times. Then the crew was or- 
dered to throw the dying mate overboard, 
and on protesting that he was not dead 
was assured that he was “dead enough.” 
This done, the crew was marched below at 
the point of a pistol and ordered to throw 
the Captain overboard. Then Andersen 
directed that oil be thrown over the lum- 
ber, after which the ship was set on fire 
and the crew took to the boats. 

Andersen was apprehended at Bahia 
Brazil, and sent north on the United 
States gunboat Lancaster. He was tried 
and convicted in the United States court 
at Norfolk, Va., and a stubborn fight was 
made up to the Supreme Court, the con- 
viction being confirmed. The last move 
was in the present ¥en for a writ 
of habeas corpus, on the ground that An- 
dersen’s Constitutional rtghts were invaded 
when the lower court assigned him counsel 
instead of giving him counsel of his own 
choice, 

Chief Justice Fuller, in announcing the 
court’s opinion, said the record of the case 
showed that no fundamental right had 
been denied Andersen, but that he had been 
represented trom first to last by able coun- 
a The decision of the lower court was 
affirmed. The effect of this will be to have 
the execution, which had been stayed until 
Dec. 9, carried out. 


THE 22D NOT MUSTERED OUT. 


The Date Now Set for the Ceremony 
Is Wednesday, Nov. 23. 


MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Nov. 14.—The 
Twenty-second Regiment, New York Volun- 
teers, was not mustered out to-day at Fort 
Slocum, and Nov. 23 is the new date set for 
the retirement of the command from the 
United States service. It is a question 


whether the men will leave the service at 
Fort Slocum or at the armory of the regi- 
ment in New York. 

There was a report at the fort to-day that 
the Government steamer General Meigs 
would come to-morrow with two barges and 
transport the regiment to New York. Lieut. 
Col, Thurston stated that as far as he knew 
there was nothing in the report. The men 
will be mustered out individually, and will 
receive their pay as they are handed their 
honorable discharge papers. . 

Col. Bartlett has received permission from 
the War Department for the men to retain 
their arms, These will be deposited at the 
Twenty-second Regiment Armory, in Man- 
hattan. 


RETURNS AFTER MANY YEARS. 


Overend Comes Back with a Fortune, 
but No One Remembers Him. 


William Overend, who ran away from his 
home in Fourth Street, Jersey City, eight- 
een years ago, at the age of nineteen years, 
returned to that city on Saturday. He is 
stopping at Taylor’s Hotel. He said yes- 
terday he had been unable to find any 
member of his family, nor could he find 
any one who remembered him or them, but 
he believed his mother and brothers had 
come to this city to live. He will look for 
them to-day. 

Overend said he had lived in California 
up to four years ago, and had married 
there. When the rush from that State to 
the Klondike took place, he joined a party 
of gold hunters and had made a fortune. 
He has two c!aims which are both yieldin 
handsomely. He carries a pocketful of soul 
nuggets. If he does not find his mother 
and brothers he will go to Seattle in the 
course of two weeks, and remain there 
for the Winter. In April he will go back 
to the Klondike. 


TALKS OF OUR NEW SHIPS. 


Congressman Hilborn Criticises Ar- 
rangement of Heavy Guns, 


Ss. G. Hilborn, a member of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, delivered an illustrated lecture 
on “Our New Ships,” last night, at Public 
School No. 51. Views were shown of all 
the battleships, many of the cruisers, mon- 
itors, and torpedo boats; the ram Katahdin, 
the dynamite boat Vesuvius, the submarine 
boat Holland, and the interiors of the large 
gun factories and the plate armor works at 


Bethlehem, ,.Penn. Cross sections and 
length views o. the ships were shown and 
their defects pointed out by the lecturer. 

In speaking of the Texas, Mr. Hilborn 
said the arrangement of the heavy guns 
had been wrong and that no more ships 
would be built after the same pattern. Of 
the Kentucky and Kearsarge, which were 
shown with the stereopticon, he said, ‘‘ The 
arrangement of’the heavy guns on these 
two ships is an experiment of the Naval 
Department. There sre four guns worked 
on the same axis, and if a projectile should 
strike one of the turrets and disable the 
turning apparatus, four guns would be ren- 
dered useless. I think it is a case of putting 
too many apples in one basket.” In ex- 
plaining the difference between armored 
vessels and protected ones, he mentioned 
that in Admiral Dewey’s squadron not one 
vessel was protected by armor over five- 
eighths of an inch thick. ‘ But,’”’ he said, 
“they got there just the same.” 


Decision for the Singer Company. 
TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 14.—The Court of 


.Errors and Appeals has rendered®a decis- 


ion in the case of the Singer Manufactur- 
ing Company in the matter of the levying 
of a franchise tax by the State Board of 
Assessors. The Singer Company claimed ex- 
emption under its charter. The matter has 
twice been before the Suprem@ Court and 
Court of Errors, in both cases decision be- 
ing against the State. The State must now 
return to the company nearly $30,000 col- 
lected for taxes in former years. 


Storm-Beaten Captain Dies of Fever. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 14.—Capt. Charles 
A. Thompson of the schooner Florence Ran- 
dall died here to-day. He contracted mala- 
rial fever at Edisto Beach, S. C., where his 
vessel went ashore in a storm Oct. 2. The 
vessel was floated and brought here Oct. 13. 
Capt. Thompson’s home was at Yarmouth, 
Mass. His wife has been notified of his 
death and the body wili be shipped to Yar- 


manth. 


Lieut: Dresel, Ordered to Join the Za- 
.firo at Manila, Shoots Himself in 
a Baltimore Hotel. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. 14.—Lieut. Her- 
man G. Dresel of the United States Navy 
committed suicide in the Carrollton Hotel, 
this city, shortly after 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing by shooting himself in the head. 

Lieut. Dresel went to the Carrollton just 
before the hour mentioned. He did not 
register, but, after lingering about the lobby 
for a short time, repaired to the toilet 
room and locked the door behind him. Al- 
most immediately thereafter a pistol shot 
alarmed the employes of the house, and a 
search revealed the fact that Dresel was 
dead. 

In one of the pockets of his coat was 
found an order from Secretary of the Navy 
Long, dated Nov. 11, detaching the un- 
fortunate man from the United States ship 
Eegex and ordering him to proceed to San 
Francisco, from which point he was to go 
to Hongkong, and thence to Manila to join 
the Zafiro. A telegram was also found ad- 


dressed to Lieut. C. M. Fahs, in Washing- 
ton, and signed by Dresel. It requested 
Fahs to exchange orders with the writer 
and it was evidently the intention of Drese 
to have sent this. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—News of the 
suicide at Baltimore of Lieut. Dresel came 
to the Navy Department in a telegram 
from Commodore McNair. The department 
officials feel quite blameless in the mat- 
ter, and the suicide is attributed to melan- 
cholia. For some time the officer had 
been importuning the department fo relieve 
him from duty on the Essex, which is a 
training ship. 

The department was disposed to grant 
his request. and had been casting about 
to secure a place for him. A few days 
ago it became necessary to relieve Lieut. 

cLain from duty on the afiro, and 
Dresel’s friends declared that would be 
glad to go to the China statidn, it being 
understood that he was not to remain per- 
manently on the Zafiro, which was open 
to the same objection as the Essex, of not 
being a _ full-fledgea warship. Admiral 
Dewey has been given liberty to assign the 
officers of his fleet at his own will, and it 
was represented that he would soon pro- 
vide a better place for Dresel than the 
one he was to occupy on the Zafiro. 

The department supposed that the mat- 
ter was satisfactorily arranged, so it was 
with great survrise that a telegram was 
received from Dresel early this morning in 
which the officer asked that his order to 
the Zafiro pe canceled and that he be al- 
lowed to remain on the Essex. 

An order was prepared revoking the ob- 
jectionable Zafiro order, but, in the ordi- 
nary course, it would not have been pro- 
mulgated before nightfall, and meantime 
came notice of the suicide of the unfor- 
tunate officer. 

Lieut. Herman G. Dresel was born in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, forty years ago. He was 

raduated from the Columbus High School 

n 1874, and was appointed to Annapolis as 
a cadet. He was married to Miss Alice 
Jones, by whom he had two children, a boy 
and a girl, now seven and four years of 
age, respectively. During the war he 
served on the monitor Puritan and fired the 
first shot of the engagement off Matanzas. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 14.—Lieut. Dresel 
was well known here, having. been sta- 
tioned here before the war with Spain. He 
was under treatment several times for 
mental derangement. He imagined that he 
was in a state of physical and mental col- 
lapse and unfit for further duty. Rest re- 
stored him. His father committed suicide in 
1881 at Columbus, Ohio. 

Mrs. Dresel and her two children boarded 
at the Maryland Hotel, and left this morn- 
ing for Washington, where, according to 
her statement, she was to have met her 
husband. It is surmised that she hoped to 
obtain for him a change of orders. 


71ST READY FOR DISCHARGE. 


The Work of Mustering Out Begins 
To-day—The Fight for the 
Colonelcy. 


The Seventy-first Regiment assembled yes- 
terday morning in the armory, for the 
purpose of completing the work preliminary 
to the actual mustering out. Cel. Wallace 
A. Downs was present and 900 men were 
in line. The men signed the muster roils 
and credited their accounts. 

The regiment will again be formed this 
morning, and the members will receive their 
discharge. The regimental Adjutant said 
yesterday that there would be little cere- 
mony, but that each man, as his name was 
calle@d from the company roll, would be 


handed his money and his discharge papers. 
Capt. Brett, who has the work in charge, 
said he thought it would require two days 
to pay and muster out all the men. The 
regimental officers thought the work would 
be finished to-day. 

The two ymasters will hand out to-day 
about $150,000 to the men. Each private has 
between $100 and $200 to his credit. 

The question of. the Colonelcy of the regi- 
ment was informally discussed yesterday 
at a meeting of officers at the armory, and 
a considerable diversity of opinion was dis- 
played. Some officers favored Lieut. Col. 
Clinton H. Smith, others favored ex-Col. 
Frederick Kopper and ex-Adjt. William G. 
Bates. Major Frank Keck also had sup- 
porters. In the present state of feeling it 
will be impossible to elect any candidate 
without great opposition. 

Ex-Col. Kopper, who is now serving as a 
Lieutenant, in Company E of the Seventy- 
first Volunteers, when seen last night said 
that under no circumstances would he be a 
candidate, so long as Lieut. Col. Smith was 
in the fleld. “I have been a warm friend of 
Col. Smith for many years,” he said, “‘ and 
I desire to help him in every way possible. 
Why, I would not be a candidate against 
Smith even if I had the unanimous nomina- 
tion.”’ 

Some of the officers who are much op- 
posed to Lieut. Col. Smith will, it is said 
try to defeat him with an outside man, if 
they find trey cannot take a winning can- 
didate from the regiment. 

There is a very pronounced feeling in the 
regiment against Col. Downs, who resigned 
a few days since, owing, it is said, to some 
developments in the campaign in Cuba. It 
was this opposition in the regiment, it is 
openly alleged, that caused the resignation 
of Col. Downs. 

There will be no actual vacancy in the 
Colonelcy until the Seventy-first is trans- 
formed once again into_a National Guard 
organization, and Col. Francis V. Greene, 
now serving as a Major General of Volun- 
teers, resigns the Vaeag= yn It was the 
impression of a number of officers that Gen. 
Greene had already resigned the Colonelcy, 
but Major Gen. Roe, when seen yesterday, 
said he had not yet received the resignation.

sign. Adjt. Abeel had not received the res- 
ignation up to last night. 


THE CASE OF THE BUFFALO. 


Her Machinery Found Damaged, but 
No Credence Is Given Rumors 
of Conspiracy. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Nov. 14.—There being 
no diving outfit on the cruiser Buffalo, the 
seamen gunners at the torpedo station have 
been called upon to work on the ship, and 
by means of lines run under the keel to give 


the men support, the condenser strainer and 
exhaust pipes have been put in order. One 
of the condensers will have to be retubed, 
but it is thought this can be done without 

lacing the vessel in a navy yard dock. 

hether the work of repair will be finished 
here or the ship ordered back depends 
on the finding of the court of inquiry, which 
has been busy investigating the cause of 
the injuries to the vessel, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The Navy De- 
partment gives little credence to the story 
sent out from Newport, R. I., that there 
was a conspiracy to prevent the sailing of 
the cruiser Buffalo for Manila by disabling 
her machinery. Officials at the Navy De- 
partment say that it is frequently the case 
when a vessel is hurried away from the 
navy yard after hasty fepairs, as was the 
Buffalo, things go wrong to such an extent 
as to excite some suspicion in some minds 
that some evil-minded persons are responsi- 
ble. The finding of some small articles be- 
longing to sailors inside of the condensers 
of the Buffalo is not of itself a fact unex- 
plainable except upon the theory of con- 
spiracy to dama the ship. Such things 
have often been inclosed in boilers and cyl- 
inders by careless workmen. The bad con- 
dition of the valves which has been referred 
to as an evidence of tampering is also ex- 
plainable by the fact that the machinery of 
the Buffalo suffered ve much not only 
from neglect but from bad handling as well 
during the several years she lay at anchor 
in Brazilian waters.

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OLD TEMPLE MAY BE SAVED. 


The Destruction of the Synagogue 
Ohab Zedek Is Stopped, at Least 
Temporarily. 


Hebrews of the east side are exercised 
over an attempt on the part of a business 
firm to raze one of their temples of wor- 
ship and substitute a modern tenement 
house. The Synagogue Ohab Zedek, in Clin- 
ton Street, has stood for fifty years. It 
was originally the property of the Rodoph 
Sholom congregation, but eight years ago it 
was purchased by the Ohab Zedek congre- 
gation for $75,000. 

The property was mortgaged for $20,000, 
and in 1895 the mortgage was foreclosed. 
Later the property was sold to the firm of 
Stern &*Jackson, and since that time the 
worshippers have paid an annual rental of 
$3,000. The lease on the property has ex- 
pired, and on Friday last Mr. Stern pro- 


posed to sell the property to the congrega- 
tion for $66,000. hey stated that this 
would be impossible, so it was decreed that 
the sanctuary should go. 

The ground was sold to a firm of building 
contractors who yesterday commenced the 
work of demolishing the structure. This was 
the first intimation the congregation had of 
Such an intention. Dr. Drachman, rabbi 
of the Sixty-seventh Street synagogue, Rab- 
bi Friedman of the Fifth Street synagogue, 
together with a committee of the church- 
men, protested. A compromise was effected 
and the congregation will have two days in 
which to raise $2,000, and four weeks in 
which to get together $8,000 more. If this 
total amount of $10,000 is raised it will 
be accepted as a payment of purchase

THE HORSE SHOW OPENS 


A Good Attendance on the First 
-Day and Evening of the 
Exhibition. 


ODD SCENES IN THE THRONG 


People of All Classes in the Prome- 
nade Gaze at Society in the Boxes 
" —Some of the Costumes 
Noticed. 


The fourtesnth annual Horse Show at 
Madison Square Garden began punctually 
yesterday morning at 9 o’clock. Although 
the weather was threatening and cold and 
Taw, there was still before noon quite a 
mumber of spectators scattered about the 
geats and in the boxes of the vast amphi- 
theatre. I” this respect, if in no other, 
the first day of the Horse Show certainly 
promised great success. 

An observer making a tour of the prome- 
made in the evening could not fail to see 
that the attractions at the show were di- 
vided into three distinct groups—two of 
which found the other group, the horse, an 
incidental attraction. The main attraction 
to the lover of equine beauty was, of course, 
the show in the ring, but to the society folk 
who sat comfortably in the boxes the pass- 
ing throng on the promenade was another 
@pparently fascinating attraction. There 
were all degrees of society on the prome- 
made floor, and .hey presented a curious 
etudy for the boxholders. The latter proved 
@n equally interesting attraction to the 
promenaders. 

It Was not a hard matter for the promen- 
aders to learn the names and stations of 
those in the boxes, and not very much hard- 
er to learn all that was known about them. 
But society in the boxes could only ogle 
through its lorgnette the slowly passing, 
gaping crowd, and wonder the station and 
condition of each individual. Women in 
striking costumes, quiet and dignified, and 
perfectly gowned, passed, but nothing of 
their antecedents was known in the boxes. 


A RAG MAN’S DAUGHTER. 


One woman who passed around on the 
Promenade, and who attracted some atten- 
tion, was the very pretty daughter of an 
old rag man, who has kept a junk shop in 


the neighborhood of Thirty-fifth Street and 
First Avenue for more than twenty years. 
She looked as well and behaved as well as 
any in the boxes, and not one who did not 
know who she was would have dreamed 
that she was a belle in the neighborhood 
of ‘“‘Corcoran’s Roost.” She was one of 
the many types that made up the passing 
throng, but there were others also becom- 
ingly gowned who never get into closer con- 
tact with society except when fitting soci- 
ety women for their gowns. These were 
the dressmakers, to whom the Horse Show 
always means an opportunity to catch the 
latest ideas in the matter of dress. 

At the Fourth Avenue end of the Garden, 
avhere the promenaders must pass, there 
mas a collection of “horsey ”’ individuals 
that attracted attention. ‘‘ Fatty” Bates 
and his numerous followers were grouped 
around the four-in-hands, and when their 
leader went into the ring they followed 
him to the rails and then applauded him as 
he vassed. 

The man who knows all about horses one 
week in the year was also present, and his 
explanations of what was going on and his 
description of the animals he and his com- 
panion passed were extremely funny. He 
Was bound always, when pointing out a 
brood mare. to tell his companion that ‘‘ He 
4s a splendid animal.” 


THOSE IN THE BOXES. 

The first box to be occupied was that of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hamilton Carey, who were 
at the Garden almost as soon as the show 
opened. Mrs. Carey wore a dark red gown 
and gray furs and a gray hat trimmed with 
fur. Shortly.after their arrival Miss Mabel 
Gerry and Miss Angelica Gerry, accom- 


panied by their mother, Mrs. Elbridge T. 

rry, were in their box, and they were im- 
mediately followed by Mrs. Smith Hadden 
and Mr. and Mrs. Prescott Lawrence. 

It was not, however, until] the early af- 
ternoon that society really began to assem- 
ble, but by 4 o’clock all the arena boxes 
Were occupied, there were a number of 
spectators in the seats, and a good crowd 
around the ring. Mrs. Oliver H. P. Bel- 
mont and Mrs. Hermann Oelrichs occupied 
Box 38. Mrs. Belmont, who has grown 
somewhat slender, looked girlish in a very 
pretty tailor gown of gray covert cloth, 
with a coat to match, and with a hat of 
black velvet, with a large bow of crimson 
velvet. Mrs. Oelrichs was in black brocade 
silk and jet and a jabot of white lace. Her 
bonnet was a Frencn creation of white lace 
and jet, very small, with a single bunch of 
violets standing to the side. 

The prevailing color in the boxes seemed 
to be purple, and many wore black gowns. 
There was also quite a showing of the 
new blue shade, and many of the women 
seemed to have hats alike in color and 
@rrangement. Mrs. Frederic Benedict was 
one of the departures from this rule. She 
wore a very striking costume, and her box 
consequently was a landmark on the north 
side of the Garden. Her gown was of 
gray, embroidered in steel, and fitting well 
to the figure. She wore a large gray tur- 
ban, on which was an enormous bow of 
the brightest orange velvet. 

In Mr. Whitney’s box were Miss Ran- 
dolph, Miss Dorothy Whitney, Mrs. Beavor 
Webb, and, early in the afternoon, Mrs. 
Harry Payne Whitney. Mrs. H. McK. 
Twombly, in black, and her daughter, Miss 
Twombly, were in Box 22. 

Chauncey M. Depew was one of the famil- 
far faces in the afternoon. He made the 
round of the promenade with his niece, Miss 
Paulding. Berry Wall and John Drew were 
geen at the height of the show in the after- 
noon. 

Mrs. George Gould did not occupy a box, 
but was in the front row of tier seats. She 
was accompanied by her three children. Her 
penchant for dark blue was shown in the 
close-fitting cloth gown she wore. It was 
braided in black. The hodice was cut away 
from the shoulders and down the front to 
permit of vest effect, white corded silk being 
used for this purpose. A collar of the same 
was embellished with a soft bow of cream 
Jace. A toque of blue velvet closely polka- 
cotted with white and finished with ostrich 
tips of lighter blue at the left side, finished 
this costume. 


THE EVENING THRONG, 


The Garden was slow in filling up as to 
the seats and boxes in the evening, and it 
was well past 9 o’clock when these were at 
al] well occupied. As is usual on the first 
night of the show, the attendance, while 
good, was not large enough to make the 


huge building seem at all crowded, and 
there was at all times plenty of room on 
the promenade. At the Madison Avenue 
entrance speculators were offering boxes for 
as low as $5, and seats at box office prices. 
These dealers had evidently been over- 
stocked, and their low figures did not neces- 
oily indicate the conditions inside the Gar- 
en. 

One box which attracted the most atten- 
tion at night was that which held Mrs. 
Harold Baring, Mrs. Sydney Smith, and 
Mrs. Addison Cammack. The three were 
accompanied by their husbands. Mrs. Bar- 
ing was in white cloth with trimmings of 
heavy lace, and wore a string of pearls 
and a toque trimmed with fur. Mrs, Syd- 
ney Smith was in green velvet trimmed with 
gray fur, and Mrs. Cammack wore a dress 
of black silk trimmed with jet. 

Mrs. Clarence Mackay, who was with her 
husband and her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Duer, wore black silk trimmed with 
jet and a bunch of mauve orchids at her 
corsage. Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., 
who was with her_husband and Mr. and 
Mrs. Edmund L. Baylies, was in black, 
trimméd with purple ribbons, with a cape 
to match. 

Mrs. Willie Allen wore a remarkable gown 
with an old-fashioned skirt and bodice of 
qupe blue figured silk. Her coiffure was 
ow and coiled at the back with curls over 
the left shoulder. Mrs. Joseph .Livingston 
‘was in a closely fitting gown of gray cloth, 
with a fetching little hat of the same shade 
and material. Miss Eleanor Sedley, who 
twas with her mother, Mrs. Henry Sedley, 
and Mrs. Gillette, wore gray silk trimmed 
with spargles.

chinchilla fur and wide revers which flared 
back from a vest of white satin covered 
with chiffon of the same shade embroidered 
in a floral design of delicate pink. The 
bell-shaped sleeves were edg with the 
chinchilla. The toque was also of the fur. 
Directly in front a large bunch of violets 
was fastened, and to the left of these white 
roses were clustered. 

Mrs. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., wore heli- 
otrope velvet with applique trimming of a 
lighter shade.

Cornelius Vanderbilt, who sat in the rear 
of the box in which were his wife and 
Mr. and Mrs. Twombly, attracted much 
attention.

When the jumping began, soon after 10 
P. M., the crowa on the promenade began 
to disperse, and the box occupants also left 
early, so that by 11 o’clock the Garden was 
comparatively deserted. 


THE SCENES IN THE RING. 


The Contests for Prizes in the Vari- 
ous Classes cn the First Day 
and Evening. 


When the show in the ring opened in 
the morning there were a number of visit- 
ors on hand. Two or three women in very 
* horsey ”’ make-ups—long Newmarket 
coats and riding habits, and each carrying 
a hunt.ng crop—waited around the ringside 
watching the horses. Only horses on lead- 
ing straps or under saddle were exercised 
up to 10 o’clock, and after that hour and 
up to 11 o’clock, when the fences for the 
jumpers were put up, the roadsters were 
in possession of the ring. 

When the bugler’s horn called the horses 
in Classes 103 and 106 into the ring for 
their preliminary trials, kt became apparent 


to the spectators that this year’s jumping 
classes would be well contested. The trial 
was for the purpose of weeding out those 
not up to the standard, for the real judging 
a these classes was not on until the even- 
ng. 

George J. Gould’s chestnut gelding Lake- 
wood was the first to go to the fences. He 
was not in blue-ribbon form, but was al- 
lowed to remain in his class. Young Syd- 
ney Holloway, one of the well-known hunt- 
ing family, showed up with his father’s 
gray gelding Beverley, a stocky, clean- 
jumping animal, and was applauded for 
his clever handling o. the horse. One of 
the best jumpers shown was R. Sterling 
Clark’s Red Oak, a jumper that W. D. 
Grand brought from Canada last year. He 
is « typical cross-country horse. 

The real serious business of the Horse 
Show—the judging of the various classes— 
did not begin until after the midday recess. 
There were fifty-one harness horses in Class 
46, which was the first one judged, and to 
prevent confusion, the list was divided into 
three sections, and the best of each lot was 
left to contend for the ribbons. 

After the weeding-out process was over 
there were seven left for the judges to se- 
lect the winner from, and as Coxey had won 
second to Vor Harbinger last year, it 
seemed probable that he, being one of the 
seven left, would get the ribbon. He was 
outshone, however, by a magnificent black 
gelding, Sampson, owned and driven by 
John 8. Bretton. 

The hackney fad has in a great measure 
died out, and the presence of two classes 
in the ring during the afternoon brought 
out little enthusiasm Euthorpe Performer 
and Brandon won the blue ribbons in their 
respective classes. 


LIGHT HARNESS HORSES. 


A more popular type—the typical Ameri- 
can horse—the light harness horse held the 
attention of the crowd for a long while. 
Sixteen handsome roadsters took spins 
around the tanbark ring, and of these seven 
were weeded out in the first selection. Ma- 


jor P. P. Johnson, the President of the Na- 
tional Trotting Association; Albert C. Hall, 
and Samuel H. Rundle, the judges in the 
trotting, pacing, and driving classes, had a 
difficult task before them to select a win- 
ner from among the nine remaining, for as 
each animal made a circuit of the ring it 
seemed to show some additional point in 
its favor, but after a long conference the 
judges awarded the blue ribbon to Col. Law- 
rence Kip’s mare Water Maid. 

Ben Hur, one of the speediest horses of 
the Speedway brigade, was a contestant in 
this class, but although he showed speed 
and conformation &s well, he was passed 
by. Most of the trotting-horse men who 
watched the show from the rails were of 
the opinion that Charlie G. was the best all- 
around horse shown, and that, instead of 
third place, he was entitled to the blue rib- 
bon. Altamont, to whom the second prize 
was awarded, is an ideal type of the road- 
ster. 

Ponies under saddle came next, and a fine 
lot of animals under twelve hands were 
shown. Jennie, a black mare imported 
some years ago by George Green and now 
owned by Master Clarence John Gerken, 
secured the first ribbon easily. Cyrus Bos- 
worth’s Jupiter, a showy chestnut, took the 
second prize, with Mayflower, a brown 
mare ridden by Sidney Holloway, third. 


THE FOUR-IN-HANDS. 

Five four-in-hands aroused considerable 
interest. They were really pony teams, 
the conditions calling for horses from 14 
to 15 hands. Conformation, quality, style, 
and action were considered. Charles F. 
Bates drove Sporting Life, Whirl of the 
Town, Night Off, and After Dark, and as 


soon as he entered the ring each other ex- 
hibitor knew that Bates’s was the team to 
beat to get the prize. 

George Hu-me’s four-in-hand was made 
up of Lord Briiliant and Lieutenant Wilkus 
in the lead and Jester and Lonsdale as 
wheelers. Lord Brilliant is a showy ani- 
mal and far outclassed his companions. 
Aurel Battonyi drove. He broke his shoul- 
der about six weeks ago, and was hardly 
able to do justice to the team, John S. 
Bratton showed Miss Philadelphia, T. M. 
Hilliard, Nat Goodwin and Fintoni. 

The judges awarded the prizes in a way to 
suit the public, placing the red, blue, and 
vellow ribbons in the order that the teams 
have been meutioned. The white ribbon 
went to a Philadelphia team owned by Con- 
away & Heraty, and driven by Mr. Con- 
away. They were four bays, rather light, 
and with only fair action. John Arthur 
showed the fiftn_ team. 

The jumpers closed the afternoon’s show. 
It was Class 103, open to all. This class 
was weeded out during the morning, but 
in spite of this it took an hour and a half 
to select the winners. King Pin, the win- 
ner, is owned by Willard Parker, Jr., and 
Charles H. Hurkamp, and he gave a re- 
markable exhibition over the sticks. Amer- 
ican Beauty was the second prize winner, 
and Mrs. Adam Beck’s Fellowship took the 
third prize. 


THE EVENING CONTESTS. 


The first class judged in the evening was 
for the best cob horse and best-appointed pri- 
vate hansom cab. There were five exhibits, 
Charles F. Bates showing Egbert and Hi, 


and of course the arvointments were per- 
fect. The first prize was awarded to Eg- 
bert and the third to Hi. Wilson Marshall 
Forecastle was the winner of the second 
prize, but the judges seemed to overlook the 
fact that the man who drove, instead of 
being in livery. wore check trousers and 
brown -boots. H. P. Whitney secured the 
consolation ribbon. He showed a very fair 
‘A good lot of saddle horses, 15 hands and 
under 15.2 hands, up to carrying 160 pounds, 
gave the judges a little trouble. They were 
put through their paces and finally Mrs. 
Jacques Ballin’s Fayette McCord, sister of 
Patsy McCord, a winner two years ago; 
Thomas L. Lawson's Gorgeous, a very good 
looker; S. T. Peéters’s Gavin, and Frank J. 
Gould’s Jack Horner were picked out of the

t seemed to be the impression of each 
exhibitor that he had to beat Coxey, which 
was regarded as the best of the Bates lot, 
because Bates drove the old horse himself.

Lord Brill- 
iant made a fine showing, but he did not 
please the judges, and in the end Bates won 
first and second prizes with The Whirl of 
the Town and Sporting Life. Artful was 
placed, and Lord Brilliant won the white 
ribbon. Bates rolled back in his trap when 
the ribbons were pinned on the horses and 
laughed aloud. 

The last class of the evening was for 
middleweight green jumpers. This class had 
been weeded out early in the day, and 
there was not much time lost in selecting 
the best of those left in. George Pepper's 
King Crow, ridden by H. Wilson, got the 
blue ribbon; Samuel Willett’s Foxy Quiller 
was winner of the second prize; Miss May 
Muurling’s Glencoe took the third prize, and 
George pepper’s Queensberry was highly 
commended.

WOMAN’S TEMPLE ABANDONED. 


Temperance Workers Vote to Give 
Up the Project as an Affil- 
fated Interest. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 14.—The Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union National Con- 
vention to-day decided by a vote of 285 to 
71 to abandon the Woman’s Temple project 
as an affiliated interest. Five hours of ani- 
mated, vigorous, and occasionally bitter and 
personal debating was necessary before the

PEOPLE’S INSTITUTE MEETS. 


Dr. Robert Collyer Tells of His Life 


as a Blacksmith. 


The opening of the second season of the 
People’s Institute, at Cooper Union, last 
evening brought a large audience, and the 
addresses and other exercises were listened 


to with eager attention. 
The first speaker was the Rev. Robert 
Collyer. Dr. Collyer spoke of his early life 
in England, his mother land, and, after de- 
scribing his arrival on the shores of Amer- 
ica, April i1, 1850, and relating some of the 
humorous accidents that befeli him, Dr. 
Collyer said: ‘‘ For nine years after my ar- 
rival in this great New World, as I had for 
twelve years previously in old England, I 
worked at the anvil. Those twenty-one 
years were the happiest of my long and 
busy life of seventy-five years. I am al- 
ways happy when I am among the working- 
men. I believe that the blacksmith who 
does a good honest day’s work at the anvil, 
and who keeps it up for six days in the 
week, is as good, and perhaps a better, man 
than the minister who does nothing all the 
week and on Sunday preachés a poor ser- 
mon. I know how it is, for I have done 
both. 

“The workingman has a grand opportu- 
nity in this great new world. Of course, he 
has to work. Everybody has to do that. 
even the minister, once in a while, and asa 
consequence I feel as closely knitted to my 
fellow-workmen to-day as I did when I 
stood shoulder to shoulder with him in the 
old days. And now, before I leave you, I 
want to tell you one truth, and that is that 
the workman cannot afford to stop the read- 
ing of good books. If I had not been a 
great reader of good books I never would 
have been able to have gone from the anvil 
direct to the pulpit of a church in the City 
of Chicago in 1859. I owe my success in 
the ministry to good books.”’

OPPORTUNITIES IN CUBA. 


Capt. Garcia Says Plantations Can Be 
Purchased Cheap and Would 
Yield Well. 


Capt. Justo Garcia, son of Gen. Calixto 
Garcia, who returned from Cuba last week, 
called at the Junta yesterday. He said that 
he had expected his father to visit this 
country soon, and the report ‘that the Gen- 
eral had reached Havana, en route to 
Washington, was pleasant though not sur- 
prising news to him. Capt. Garcia, in con- 
versation yesterday, discussed Cuban af- 
fairs, making a number of suggestions, sup- 
plemental to what he has already said. 

“The sanitary condition of Santiago,” 
said he, first ‘“‘ was never better. Gem 
Wood cannot be too highly praised for what 
he has done to preserve the health of the 


inhabitants of that city. While it was 
occupied py the Spanish troops it was in a 
filthy condition. he troops never troubled 
themselves, nor were they compelled to 
take the trouble, to clean the city or even 
their own quarters. The climate of Cuba 
is naturally hard upon any person visiting 
it from a northern clime, and the death 
rate there still continues high, but condi- 
tions are immeasurably improved. 

Politically every Cuban who has even a 
little head of his own trusts in the good faith 
of the United States. It is foolish to think 
that the United States would take the 
trouble to deceive us if it wanted to hold 
P2rmanently our island, for with its over- 
whelming strength it could hold it in spite 
of anything we could do. No thinking Cu- 
ban believes this country intends perma- 
nent occupation of Cuba. To provide Cuba 
with a stable government is the aim of the 
United States, and there is nothing Cuba 
needs more now. ' 

“TI believe that commerce between the 
United States and Cuba will assume most 
valuable proportions, and it would be a mu- 
tual benefit if commerce could be carried on 
on a reciprocal plan, for Cuba can manu- 
facture nothing at present; but she can 
raise sugar, tobacco, coffee, tropical fruits, 
&c., which we would be glad to exchange 
for American manufactured goods. It is 
not likely that Cuba will manufacture any- 
thing for a long time to come, and I believe 
that she should put no duty on manufact- 
ured articles imported from the United 
States, and that it would be advantageous 
to the United States to admit sugar, coffee, 
and. our other products. 

“What is needed principally in Cuba is 
capital. The plantations have been aban- 
doned because of the uncertainty inevitable 
to the revolution, and such land can be 
bought cheap. Further back is the virgin 
soil, which if cleared, not a difficult task, is 
still better for sugar-cane raising. Tobacco 
grows well on either old or new soil. Coffee 
is cultivated on the hillsides, especially 
around Santiago. 

“A railroad should be constructed the 
length of Cuba, which would open much new 
land. This new land can be had for very 
little, if any price at all is asked. It would 
not do for a small farmer from the North 
to go to Cuba, intending to work the land 
himself, because of the climate, but such a 
man would be well fitted to superintend 
the work of negroes or others used to the 
climate, and any one could learn in a short 
ee manage and oversee a'small planta- 

on. 


BALL IN ORANGE A FAILURE. 


The Threat of a Minister Keeps Girls 
from Attending. 


ORANGE, N. J., Nov. 14.—The ball of 
the Peerless Athletic Club in the hall at 
22 North Centre Street this evening was 
the flattest kind of a failure, as a result of 
a reference to it by the Rev. Hugh P. 
Fleming of St. John’s Church yesterday, 
and his threat to have all the young girls 
of his faith arrested who attended this 
ball or any other of its kind held in the 
city. Father Fleming had no more objec- 
tion to the Peerless ball than to any other 


public ball, but it was the most convenient 
example, and he referred to it as being 
one of the kind he meant. 

His objection was not against dances in 
general, nor agginst women attending them, 
vul against giris still in short ciothing go- 
ing to the balls and remaining until the 
small hours of the morning. There was 
public complaint about this, and even the 
police complained, and Father Fleming an- 
nounced that if parents belonging to his 
church could not keep their girls at home, 
he would place the girls where they would 
not attend balls and would complain in the 
police court against any young girl attend- 
ing a ball. 

As early as 7 o’clock this evening a crowd 
began to gather in North Centre Street, in 
the vicinity of the dance hall, which is only 
a step from Police Headquarters. The Hay- 
market was black with people by 9 o’clock. 
The hall was lighted up on time,-and the 
members of the club gathered and put on 
their badges. The orchestra arrived and 
tuned up. It seemed to be the general ex- 
pectation that there would be a big crowd 
at the ball to see what happened. The 
crowd gathered outside, but made no at- 
tempt to enter. 

The forty members of the club were pres- 
ent. Only eight women went into the hall. 
They were past the objectionable age, and 
not a girl in her earlier teens was inside 
the hall. The orchestra played march mu- 
sic and waltz music, but outside of the 
eight women no more appeared. Some of 
the eight were wives of the members of 
the club. 


Died in Elevated Station. 


A man supposed to have been Otto Web- 
ber, a printer, forty-five years old, of 705 
Coiumbus Avenue, died last evening from 
the effects of a hemorrhage of the lungs on 


the up-town station of the Sixth Avenue 
elevated railroad, at Grand Street. He was 


standing on the platform when he stag-- 


gered and fell. 

He was carried into the waiting room, but 
died before the arrival of an ambulance 
from St. Vincent’s Hospital. The body was 
removed to the station house, and upon it 
was found a registration card with the 
name Otto Webber, 705 Columbus Avenue. 
The police learned that a man named 
Webber lived in the house designated, but 
at ‘midnight no one had called at the sta- 
tion to claim the body.

The Age of an Oyster, 


From The Fishing Gazette. 

He who wishes may find out the exact age 
of an oyster, though he has not the telltaie 
evidence in teeth. The lines in the groove 
of the hinge of the shell tell the whole story, 
each line representing. a year. An oyster 
is of age at four years; that is, he is old 
enough to vote, take care of a family, ana 
go to market. Going to market is a disas- 
trous undertaking, for a four-year-old oys- 
ter ig particulariy palatable, By this it 
must not be supposed that after an oyster 
has passed the four-layer period and has 
five, six, or even ten wrinkles on his shell 
Indeed, there are rec- 
ords of oysters bein, ten just after cele- 
brating their thirtiet thday, and in most 
cases they formed a delicious meal. ‘Thirty 
is an unusua] age for an oyster to attain, 
because few are given an opportunity to 
If left to enjoy life in his own 
way, it is quite probable that the oyster 
would become an octogenarian or even cen- 
tenarian. 

Capt. Cochrane on his last trip to Fulton 
Market brought in an oyster found on his 
beds that is believed to be at least thirty- 
five years old. 


BEILSTEIN FAMILY TRAGEDIES. 


Edward Beilstein Adds to the Series 
by Killing Himself on His Moth- 
er’s Grave at Pittsburg, Penn. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 14. — Edward 
Beilstein, brother of Bertha Beilstein, who 
killed her mother and ‘attempted to kill 
herself six weeks ago, poisoned himseif 
last night on the grave of his mother. His 
body was found at 7 o’clock this morning, 
and beside it was a note which indicated 
that he kad taken his life. 

His widow, who was ill, isin a dying con- 
dition from the effects of the shock. Three 
doctors are in attendance, -but can give no 
hopes of her recovery. 

The Beilstein family was well-to-do and 
occupied a prominent position in German 
social circles on the north side. A _ little 
over a year ago J. F. Beilstein, the father, 
died after an illness of a few hours. Six 
weeks ago yesterday morning Bertha shot 
her mother to death with a revolver and in- 
flicted four wounds on herself. She is still 
living, but carnot recover, the physicians 
say. Within twenty-four hours after the 
tragedy David Reich, an old man who 
lived with the famiyy. laid himself on the 
Fort Wayne tracks in Lower Allegheny in

‘THINK THEY ARE SLIGHTED 


The Junta at Hongkong Will Endeav- 
or to Obtain More Liberal Dealings 
from President McKinley to 
Prevent Discord. 


HONGKONG, Nov. 14.—The Filipino 
Junta, representatives of Gen. Aguinaldo 
and the Filipino Government, here, have 
drawn up what they designate as an “ ap- 
peal to President McKinley and the Amer- 
ican people,” but what is in reality rather 
in the nature of an arraignment of Ameri- 
can actions fn the Philippines. 

Mr. John Barrett, former United States 
Minister to Siam, was asked by the Junta 
to present the memorial to the United States 
Government and people. Mr. Barrett re- 
plied that, while he could have no Official 
influence regarding the status of the mat- 
ter, he was satisfied that a document which 
represented the sentiments of the Filipinos 
would receive at the hands of the Ameri- 
cans all the consideration it merited, 

The memorial says: ‘‘ We, the Hongkong 
representatives of our countrymen appeal 
to the great agd good judgment of Presi- 
dent McKinley and the spirit of fairness and 
justice of the American people as it is al- 


ways shown in their regard for the petitions 
of the weak and oppressed. 

‘* While the fate of the islands is still un- 
decided, and we are doing all in our power 
to prevent a conflict between the Americans 
and Filipinos—awaiting patiently the con- 
clusion of the Paris conference—we implore 
the intervention of the President, supported 
‘by the will of the people, to end the slights 
shown our leaders, soldiers, and people by 
some Of the American military and naval 
officers, although we do not wish to wrong 
Admiral Dewey or Gen. Otis.”’ 

The memorial then avers that “ false re- 
ports are spread broadcast alleging that the 
Filipinos are responsible for all the fric- 
tion,’’ points out that “‘ the tension is great- 
er every day, and any moment a shot may 
be fired by an irresponsible American or 
Filipino soldier, leading to great bloodshed,” 


“and beseeches the United States to ‘‘ help 


the Junta to control our own people by 
directing American officials at Manila to 
temper their actions with friendship, justice, 
and fairness.” 

‘“‘From the commencement of the hostili- 
ties,’"’ continues the memorial, ‘the Fili- 
pinos acceded to all the American requests, 
but, after bottling up the Spaniards in Ma- 
nila, the Filipinos were completely ignored 
when the Americans advanced, and thus de- 
prived them of the fruits of victory. Now, 
after months of campaigning, the Filipino 
troops have been ordered beyond the sub- 
urbs, where they have no quarters and 
where supplies are difficult to obtain. All 
our launches have been seized, because of 
foolish rumors that we would attack the 
Americans, and when we asked explana- 
tions we were not even answered. The 
Spaniards, of late the enemies of the Amer- 
icans, have been shown every consideration, 
while the Filipinos, their friends and allies, 
are often treated as enemies.” 

After asserting that the Filipinos uniform- 


‘ly acted upon the advice of the Americans 


and were informally recognized by them un-

The Americans are carrying out their in- 
structions literally, losing sight of the for- 
mer friendly intercourse and assistance and 
of the assurances the American officials 
rave Gen. Aguinaldo, which he communi- 
cated to his followers.” 

After emphasizing the Junta’s ‘‘ absolute 
confidence in President McKinley and the 
people of the great Republic,” stating that 
‘‘our protests are not prompted by animos- 
ity: but are directed against conditions ex- 
isting at Manila and not against the Amer- 
ican Government and people,” acknowledg- 
ing ‘“‘our gratitude to American arms for 
destroying the Spanish power in the Philip- 
pines,’”’ and expressing ‘‘a hope that the 
islands are not to be returned to Spain,” 
the memorial concludes thus: 

“We await the arbitrament of the Peace 
Commission with even greater interest than 
the Americans, because it concerns our 
land. our happiness, and our freedom, In 
the meantime we shall pray for peace and a 
perfect understanding with the Americans.” 


TROOPS TO LEAVE MANILA. 


Volunteer Regiments Will Be Re- 


placed by Others En Ronte. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 14.—Gov. Adams has 
received a telegram from Adjt. Gen. Corbin 
to the effect that the volunteer regiments 
now doing duty in the Philippines are to be 
ordered home as soon as the troops now 
en route for the islands reach there to take 
their place. The Governor had written the 
Adjutant General requesting the discharge 
of a young son of a prominent Denver fam- 
ily. In his reply, Gen. Corbin says: 

“In reply, I have the honor to inform 
you that it is the purpose of the War De- 
partment to return to the United States 
within a few months the volunteer regi- 
ments now serving in Manila, other yolun- 
teer regiments now being on their way to 
replace them. It is believed this will have 
been accomplished, and the soldier for 
whom you write will return to you about 
as soon as though his discharge were or- 
dered immeiiately.”’ 


DEWEY’S SURVEYING TOURS. 


He Is Busy Getting Information Con- 
cerning the Philippines. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 14.—Dewey 
has not been idle during the weeks that 
have elapsed since the fall of Manila. An 
officer of the Petrel, writing to his father 
in this city, says that the Boston and Petrel 
had just completed a surveying tour, the 
results of which will place in the hands of 
the Administration at Washington informa- 
tion which will be of great value to the lat- 
ter in case the United States, in the near 
future shauld find it necessary to defend its 
new possessions in the Far East against 
encroachments on the part of other foreign 
powers.

CUBANS REDUCE THEIR ARMY. 


New Uniforms for Officers Adopted by 
the Assembly—Deputation to Start 
for Washington To-morrow. 


HAVANA, Nov. 14.—The Cuban Delegates 
at their last session at Santa Cruz del Sur 
resolved to discharge all men who have 
been enlisted since Aug, 14, the date of the 
cessation of hostilities, and to give an in- 
definite leave of absence to all officers and 
men desirous of being discharged from the 
Cuban Army, provided they give their place 
of residence and sign a pledge to return to 
the ranks in case chey are called upon to 
do so. 

The question of the uniforms of the offl- 
cers of the Cuban Army was also discussed 
at one of the sessions of the Assembly and 
the following resolutions regarding new 
a pre were adopted: 

The trousers are to bear’a gilt stripe 
edged with blue and red. Colonels are to 
wear a single broad stripe of gold on their 
sleeves, Lieutenant Colonels are to wear 
two narrow stripes of gold on their sleeves, 
Majors wi'l have two stripes on their 
sleeves, cne of gcld and one of silver; Cap- 
tains will have three narrow stripes of gold, 
and Lieutenants will wear two narrow sil- 
ver stripes. Officers under the rank of Ma- 
jor will wear stars above the cuff, senior 
officers wearing them high on the sleeve, 
and commanding officers wearing them on 
their collars. Ali uniforms are to have 
shoulder. straps corresponding with the 
sleeve decorations. 

The Assembly has adjourned until the re- 
turn of its commission from Washington, 
after constituting Domingo Mendez Capote 
President, Fernando Freyre and Hugo Rob- 
ert Vice Presidents, and Manuel Maria Ca- 
ronado and Porfirio Valiente Secretaries. 

The Delegates and all the officers of the 
Cuban Army who returned here were enthu- 
siastically welcomed by their countrymen, 
though the best of order prevailed. The 
Captain General notified them that it would 
be advisable for them to camp at Marianao, 
so as to avoid public demonstrations. The 
Cubans followed this advice.

THE FINANCES OF CUBA. 


Receipts and Expenditures Under Span- 
ish Rule—Expenses Will Be Re- 


duced by Many Millions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Some interest- 
ing figures regarding the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Island of Cuba have been 
sent to Washington by officers of the Mi!- 
itary Commission there, who have made a 
careful examination of the island’s finances. 

Among the principal items of receipts in 
the estimate for the year 1898 are the fol- 
lowing: From taxes on real estate, income 
tax, liquor licenses, and other internal rev- 
enue taxes, $6,142,500; import and export 
duties and other income from the Custom 
Hcouses, $14,705,000; stamp paper and stamps 
of all kinds, $1,640,650; from lotteries, $1,900,- 
500; sales of effects of the State, $435,000; 
from other sources, $1,536,000, making a 
total of $26,559,650. The expenses are given 
as follows: 

For the government of the island under 
the authority of the Governor General, $22,- 
500,800; for the local government (autono- 
mous) as follows: General obligations, $159,- 
605; Department of Grace, Justice, and 
Government, $1,612,859; Department of the 
Treasury, $708,978; Department of Public 
Instruction, $247,033; Department of Public 
Work-and Communications, $1,036,582; De- 
partment of Agriculture, Industry, and 
Commerce, $108,178, making a total of $26,- 
374,035. 

It is estimated that upon the assumption 
of control of Cuba by the United States, ex- 
penses now incurred each year under Span- 
ish sovereignty will cease, namely: Civil 
military, and other pensions, $529,700; re- 
tired list of the army and the navy, $1,450,- 
881; interest and amortization of the debts 
created in 1882, 1886, and 1890, $10,435,183; 
for expenses of Military Governors and the 
permanent military establishment of the 
isiand, composed of Spanish forces, as well! 
as materia! for war, $6,108,324; expenses of 
the naval establishment in the island 
$1,100,299; subsidy paid to the Compania 
Trasatlantica of Spain, $471,836; salaries of 
the Governor General and other officials and 
Officers, $500,000, making a total reduction 
of $20,594,225. 

An item of expense for the government 
of Cuba under the Governor General is 
designated for the maintenance of the 
“Guardia Civil,”” who are employed as a 
police force in the suburban and rural dis- 
tricts, which amounts to $2,095,221. An- 
other item under the autonomous govern- 
ment is for the maintenance of the ‘ orden 
publico,” a police force used in cities and 
towns, amounting to $565,419. Under the 
general expenses of the State, an item for 
the maintenance of the clerical establish- 
ment is included which amounts to $353,214. 

These figures are considered very inter- 
esting by officials here as showing that the 
burdens of taxation upon the people of Cuba 
can be largely reduced under a form of 
government independent of Spain. 


SPANISH TRANSPORT WRECKED 


The Legazpi Goes Ashore Near Cien- 
fuegos, Cuba—No Lives Lost. 


HAVANA, Nov. 14.—The Spanish trans- 
port Legazpi went ashore at 1 o’clock this 
morning at Punta Boca Gavilanes, near 
Cienfuegos, Province of Santa Clara, and 
was totally lost. All the members of her 
crew were saved. 


PLEASURE PARTY IN A PLIGHT. 


and Navy Officers’ Uupleasant 


Experience Near Santiago. 


SANTIAGO, Nov. 14.—To-day a large 
party of American army and navy officers, 
accompanied by their families and a num- 
ber of Cuban ladies, had a discomforting 
experience while on an excursion on the 
steamer Bessie to Morro Castle. 

The band of the Fifth Regular Infantry 
was on board, and all was going pleasantly, 
when it was suddenly discovered that the 
Captain had a sunstroke and that the Bes- 
sie was in a very dangerous situation. Al- 


most before the circumstances were real- 
ized the steamer was ashore. At the re- 
quest of several officers Lieut, Lucien Young 
of the converted yacht Hist, who_was a 
member of the party, took charge. He man- 
aged to allay the excitement. 

On finding it impossible to get the vessel 
off without assistance, Lieut. Young sig- 
nalled the French cable steamer that was 
just entering the harbor. She sent a haw- 
ser on board, and amid loud cheers the 
Bessie was towed off into deep water, while 
the band played the “ Marsellaise.’”’ Lieut. 
Young took the wheel in person and soon 
landed the entire party safely at Santiago.

Commodore Hichborn Says Fifty-five 
Are Under Construction Includ- 
ing Eight Battleships. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. i4.—A_ statement 
prepared by Commodore Hichborn, Chief of 
the Construction Bureau, shows that on 
Nov. 1 the navy had under construction 
fifty-five vessels—a larger number than ever 
undertaken before in the history of the 
country. 

There are eight battleships, and of these 
the Kearsarge, at Newport News, has ad- 
vanced 71 per cent. toward completion, 
while her sister ship, the Kentucky, has a 
percentage of 69, The Illinois is 57 per 
cent., the Alabama, at Cramps’, 65 per 
cent., and the Wisconsin, at the Union Iron 
Works, 52 per cent. . completed. The 
sheathed cruiser Albany, which the United 
States bought on the siocks in England, is 
exactly half finished. 

The twenty-two torpedo boats contracted 
for show percentages of completion rang- 
ing from nothing to ¥9 per cent., the latter 
in the case of the Rowan, at Moran Broth- 
ers’. Vhe submarine boat Plunger, at the 
Columbian Iron Works, is advanced 835 per 
cent., and the training ship Chesapeake, at 
Bath, 85 per cent. 


CHARGES AGAINST SCHOOLS. 


Trinity and De La Salle Accused of 
Violating Athletic Rules. 


At a special meeting of the Interscholas- 
tic Athletic Association, held at Collegiate 
School yesterday afternoon, charges were 
preferred against Trinity School and De La 
Salle Institute for alleged violation of Arti- 
cle XIL., Sections 4 and 5, of the constitution, 
which state that any school desiring to en- 
ter contests held under the auspices of the 
association must send in a list, signed and 


dated by the Principal, stating the place and 
exact date of birth of all competitors 
named therein. The charge against Trinity 
School is that it entered a boy in the junior 
events at the last annual championships 
who was over age, and A. Boyesen of 
Berkeley School stated in his charges 
against De La Salle Institute that the lists 
of competitors for 1897 and 1898 did not 
compare as to place of birth in some cases, 
and in other cases the ages were the same. 
Roth cases were given to the Arbitration 
Committee to decide. The penalty against 
a school, in case of its conviction, is sus- 
pension from the association for a period of 
one year. 

A. Ullmann, the rector of Trinity Scchool, 
said that he signed the annual list on the 
assurance of the Captain of the track team 
that he had made sure of the correctness 
of the ages given, and he had no reason to 
mistrust any boys whose statements were 
on the list. He said when he learned that 
One of the boys, whose name is Mohr, had 
given a wrong date of birth he sent for 
him, and when the boy admitted that he 
had made a false statement suspended him 
at once. ‘* He will most likely not return,”’ 
continued Dr. Ulmann, ‘as such playing 
fast and loose with the truth is a capital 
crime in our school. The list cannot be 
called fraudulent, but only faulty—a list 
with a mistake which was far from being 
intentional on my part.” 


LOSS OF HORSE WORRIED HIM. 


Father of M, F. Dwyer’s Former Train-~ 
er Tried to Kill Himself, 


Hardy Campbell, sixty years of age, will 
be examined'in the Coney Island Police 
Court ihis morning on the charge of at- 
tempted suicide.

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HOOLEY TELLS MORE SECRETS. | CURZON AND WIFE HONORED. 


Paid High for a Baronetcy and Failed 
to Get It—Sir William Mar- 
riott’s Defense. 


LONDON, Nov. 14.—The examination in 
bankruptcy proceedings of Mr. Ernest Te- 
rah Hooley, the company promoter, was 
resumed this morning. Sir William Mar- 
riott took the stand and declared that Mr. 
Hooley’s statement that he had paid the 
witness £1,000 ($5,000) for introducing him 
(Hooley) to the Carltoh Club was “‘a pure 
Invention and an abominable lie.” Sir Will- 
lam added that he knew nothing at the time 
phout Mr: Hooley’s-alleged ‘donation of £10,- 
b00 ($50,000) te’ the’ Conservative Party 
tunds, through the Marquis of Abergavenny, 
though Mr. Hooley told him afterward that 
he had given the Marquis £10,000, for the 
“ fighting funds” of the Conservative Par- 
ty, which Sir William Marriot explained, 
had nothing vo do with the Carlton Club. 
The witness also said he had helped Mr. 
Hooley in political and financial matters, 
but had always declined remuneration for 
his services. 

Leter Sir William Marriott said Mr, Hool- 
ey told him in December, 1896, that he was 


engaged with an American syndicate which 
was going to raise an enormous loan for 
Cuba and said he, the. witness, had been 
appointed counsel to the company’s com- 
mission, which was to visit Cuba, and that 
his fee was to be £10,000, in view of which 
Mr. Hooley paid him £1,000 ($5,000) on ac- 
count, 

During Sir William Marriott’s examina- 
tion Mr. Hooley made a scene and threat- 
ened to pitch the witness out of the box. 
While Sir George Lewis, Q. C., was cross- 
examining Sir William the witness several 
times got angry and refused to answer ques- 
tions put to him. 

On cross-examination Sir William Mar- 
riott admitted that he had received a check 
for £50,000, from Mr. Hooley, which he 
handed to rep~esentatives of the Conserva- 
tive Party. Mr. Hooley believed this would 
secure him a Baronetcy at the jubilee, but 
he was informed that he could not have it 
and the check was returned to him. 

Mr. Hooiey, on cross-examination, flatly 
contradicted the evidence of Sir William 
Marriott. He reiterated his statement that 
he had promised and had paid to Sir Will- 
fam £1,000 ($5,000) for an introduction to 
the Carlton C'ub. Sir William, Mr. Hooley 
added, toid him that he did “all the dirty 
work” for the Conservative Party. Sir 
William suggested the giving of £50,000 
($250,000) by Mr. Hooley for a Baronetcy, 
and he was to get £10,000 ($50,000) if Mr. 
Hooley was made a Baronet. 


SPANISH DECENTRALIZATION. 


Aragon Province Has Joined with the 
Others in Demanding Such a 
National Policy.

.OUR PRODUCTS IN GERMANY. 


American Pork and California Fruit 
Are Declared Unsound. 


HAMBURG, Nov. 14.—The Hamburger 
Nachrichten, referring to the projected meat 
inspection bill, says: ‘“‘ The Americans ought 
to be glad that Germany forces them gradu- 
ally to adopt her own methods of meat in- 
spection. Hitherto American inspection has 
been untrustworthy. So far as the threat 


of American retaliation is concerned, Amer- 
ica will have to prove the presence of poi- 
sons in German wines, woolens, toys, and 
chemicals, as Germany proves the presence 
of trichinae in American pork.”’

BRAZIL’S NEW PRESIDENT. 
Dr. 





Campos Salles Will Be Inaugu- 
rated To-day. 


RIO JANEIRO, Nov. 14.—Dr. Campos 
Salles, President-elect of Brazil, will be in- 
stalled in the Presidential chair to-morrow. 
In his inaugural address he will eulogize 
his predecessor, Dr. Prudente J. de Moraes 
Barros, and declare that now the republic 
is firmly established the time has arrived to 
“initiate a national liberal policy of toler- 
ance, harmonizing the different elements of 


the country.” The bulk of the address will 
be deyoted to finance, which the new Ex- 
ecutive will describe as ‘“‘ the chief consider- 
ation of the country.” 

President Campos Salles will say: ‘“ The 
national honor is pledged to execute the 
financial agreement concluded in London, 
and to this end the country should not hesi- 
tate to make any sacrifice.”” He will con- 
demn ‘‘ the particularist policy of excessive 
decentralization,’’ will promise energetic re- 
pression of internal disorders, and. will urge 
*“*a most careful cultivation of friendly re- 
lations abroad, as Brazil needs foreign capi- 
tal and immigrants.”’ 





Decorated by Kaiser and Sultan. 


The following announcement appeared in 
The Levant Herald and Eastern Express of 
Constantinople on Tuesday, Oct. 25: “* The 
friends of Mr. William Albert, Director of 
the Metropolitan Railway, will be pleased 
to learn that the Emperor of Germany has 
conferred upon him the medal of the Fourth 
Class of the Order of the Crown of Prussia 
in appreciation of his services rendered :o 
the German colony in Constantinople. At 
the same time, his Imperial Majesty, the 
Sultan, conferred upon him the medal of the 
Third Class of the Order of Osmanie.”’ Mr. 
Albert, although a German by birth, was 
for many years a resident of this city, being 
general manager of the old French Trans 
atlantic Cable Company. He is at present 
Vice Consul General of the United States 
at Constantinople, and has been previously 
decorated by the Sultan.

They Visit Southport, Where They Are 
Received with Marked Cordiality 
and Pleasing Assurances. 


SOUTHPORT, England, Nov. i14.—The 
visit to this place to-day of Lord and Lady 
Curzon of Kedleston led to a remarkable 
demonstration of good-will for his Lordship, 
who has represented this division in Par- 
liament since the last general election, in 
1895. All the city functionaries and the 
county bodies participated in it, the streets 
were decorated with flags and crowded with 
people, and at the railroad depot the public 
officials, in their robes of office, presented 
an address of congratulation to his Lord- 


ship on his appointment to the Viceroyship 
of India. 

The Lady Mayoresy presented Lady Cur- 
zon with a bouquet of oremias in a silver 


holder and with a ribbon attached to it, in- 
scribed in gold letters: ‘‘ Presented to Lady 
Curzon by the Lady Mayoress in behalf of 
the Southport Division.” 
A procession was then formed; and Lord 
and Lady Curzon proceeded to the munici- 
pal buildings, amid the cheers of the people, 
mingled with the pealing of the church 
bells. Lord and Lady Curzon afterwa 
held a reception. Prominent among the 
decorations were- trophies representi the 
Union Jack, the Stars and Stripes, and the 
Star of India, entwined. At a later func- 
tion Sir William Forwood presided. He said 
that never had there been a. Viceroy of 
India appointed who was so heartily ap- 
proved of by the «ntire nation. 
Sir William added that the charm and re- 
finement of Lady Curzon, who is an Ameri- 
can lady, will adorn the Viceregal Court. 
After the presentation of a eulogistic ad- 
dress from the Conservative Association of 
Southport and a handsome and massive 
silver bowl, weighing over two hundred 
ounces, and a pair of gold spurs,’ Lord Cur- 
zon made a speach, during which he for- 
mally bade farewell to his constituents.

NEW YORKERS. SEE. SNAKES. 


An Exhibition of Ophidians. Opens at 
the Grand Central Palace. 


It is not often that. one has. the oppor- 
tunity to witness an exhibition of snakes 
in a large city and all for.a small entrance 
fee. A novel exhibition and the first of its 
kind ever gotten up in this city is now run> 
ning at the Grand Central Palace, in Lex- 
ington Avenue, and will continue through- 
out the week. Allen L. Williams is responsi- 
ble for it. He explained last night that the 
“jdea’’ came to him one night when he 
was visiting the Horse Show last year. The 
relation between snakes and horse shows, 
Mr. Williams did not explain, but his 


friends do explain that the thought came to 
him one night after he had been pensively 
peering into the bottom of an empty milk- 
shake glass for a period of fully five min- 
utes. The * idea,’””’ Mr. Williams says, marks 
the birth of an annual snake exhibition for 
New Yorkers as long as the interest lasts. 

Although many of the cages failed to ar- 
rive yesterday, there was a good attend- 
ance. Most people are popularly supposed 
to abhor ophidians to the point of terror, 
and especially women, but, strange to say, 
they made up fully half the attendance, 
and seemed to take the deepest interest, 
from the tiny corn snakes of the South to 
an immense diamond-backed rattler, which 
kept guard proudly over a family of fifteen 
little rattlers, and darted her fangs against 
the glass whenever any one approached too 
rear, The women crowded around this 
cage, and seemed loath to leave it, while a 
family of garter snakes across the room, 
tied up lige a dish of spaggetti, drew but 
scant attention. 

The exhibition contained various species, 
among them copperheads caught over on 
the Palisades, moccasins, king snakes, 
gophers and pines, brown kings, green 
snakes, and as a relief to the eye and 
senses, a lot of lively chameleons darting 
up and down a branch of green in a cage 
by themselves. Thén there were reptiles 
preserved in alcohol, from various city col- 
lections, of the? génera taenia, which one 
dealer had insisted upon sending because 
he was out of preserved ophidians. 

The management promises for the rest of 
the week a larger and more varied coilec- 
tion, including a woman snake charmer anda 
a new and startling collection of snake sto- 
res, 

As a sort of annex to the show a near-by 
dispenser of alcoholic exhilarators last night 
hung up over his bar these legends, ‘‘ Snake 
Cocktails, 15 Cents,’ and “ Cobra di Capello 
Fizz, 15 Cents.”” They were well patronized 
and the barkeeper toward the closing hour 
offered to lay odds that they would produce 
more hallucinations at less expense and in a 
shorter given time than any modern drink 
ever invented. 


Body Thought to be Zweifel’s.

TO BANISH SMOKE FROM TUNNEL. 


President Callaway’s Aim Regarding 
the Fourth Avenue Subway. 


The compressed-air motor, which is to be 
tried on the Putnam Division of the New 
York Central Railroad, will not be put in 
operation there until after Jan. 1. President 
Callaway said yesterday that he was deeply 
interested in the quest for a motor that 
would haul traifs through the long tunnel 
in Fourth Avenue without the annoyance of 
smoke and cinders. 

“To accomplish practical results, how- 
ever,” said Mr. Callaway, “‘ we must find 
a motor capable of hauling the trains a 
considerable distance. It will not answer 
the purpose to have motors capable only 
of hauling the trains through the tunnel. 


So many trains pass through that tunnel 
daily that if we attempted to change the 
motor on each train at the mouth of the 
tunnel there would be a serious congestion 
of traffic, ’ 

“If we can find a compresséd-air or elec- 
tric motor that is able to haul the _ local 
trains from some distance up the road—say 
Poughkeepsie, Croton, and the various sta- 
tions in estchester—we may be able to 
make an arrangement whereby the lighter 
trains can all be run through the side tun- 
nels, which will then be kept clean and 
bright, while the heavier steam traffic 
passes through the middle section of the 
tunnel. That, however, would be only the 
first step, the ultimate aim being, of course, 
to do away with the smoke nuisance in the 
tunnel altogether.’ 


Chicago Street Franchise Vacated. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 14.—The General Elec- 
tric Railway Company ordinance was to- 
day declared null and void by Judge Gross- 
cup in the United States Circuit Court on 
the ground that the proper consents from 


property owners were never obtained. The 
Court granted the temporary injunction ap- 
lied for by the Monon Railroad restrain- 
ng the General Electric from laying its 
tracks from Polk Street south across Four- 
teenth Street in Custom House Court.

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REPUBLICANS AND THE CURRENCY. 

A report of an interview with Senator 
CuLLom of Illinois relates that when,the 
Senator was asked if there wag, in his 
opinion, a probability of a revision of 
the currency by the next Congress, he 
“smiled as he replied that he believed 
the recent elections about settled the 
silver and currency questions.” 

Mr. CuLLom’s shortsighted optimism is 
very characteristic, not of himself in par- 
ticular so much as of American poli- 
ticians in general. Because one symp- 
tom of a chronic malady has disappeared 
they infer that there is no further occa- 
sion for remedial treatment. The fact is 
that the condition of our currency laws 
offers a premium for tinkering the cur- 
rency. The danger made itself mani- 
fest almost as soon as our existing cur- 
rency system had been hurriedly put 
together unde: the stress of a great 
civil war. It has been with us ever 
since, and has time to time 
taken on acute phases. One of these has 
just passed. Senator CuLLom ignores the 
notorious fact that the present demand 
for cheap money by the remonetization 
of silver at a false valuation has been 
preceded by other demands for cheap 
money in the form either of overvalued 
silver or of unlimited greenbacks. He 
professes to think that the disease is 
cured when the symptoms do not recur, 
though he is perfectly aware that the 
disease is remittent and periodic, and 
that the symptoms have been recurring, 
at intervals, ever since he has been in 
public life.

“enlarged responsibilities” by states- 
_men no more equal to the responsibili- 
ties they have and no more serious in- 
tellectually than Senator CvLiom.

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THE PHILIPPINES AND THE TRADES 
UNIONS. 

A significant and interesting debate on 
the Philippines question took place on 
Sunday at the Central Labor Union. 

The subject was brought up by a dele- 
gate from the engineers, who moved a 
protest against disposing of the islands 
to a syndicate, and this brought out an 
amendment opposing annexation of any 
Spanish islands from a delegate of the 
cigarmakers. This was followed by a mo- 
tion from a delegate of the musicians to 
addi the words “ unless the islands be giv- 
en a form of self-government.” It was 
finally decided to refer the whole subject 
to the unions for an expression of opin- 
ion. If the unions take the matter up se- 
riously, debate it fairly and frankly, and 
reach any definite conclusion, their action 
will be an extremely important indica- 
tion of public opinion in the United 
States. 2 

It will be noted that in the brief dis- 
cussion at the Central Labor Union the 
chief phases of opinion as it has found 
expression so far were presented. There 
Were unconditional ‘opponents and un- 
conditional advocates of annexation, and 
there were advocates of the policy out- 
lined in THE Times yesterday, of a pro- 
tectorate with the aim of self-govern- 
ment and final independence. It is sig- 
nificant also, that while one of the cigar- 
makers opposed any annexation because 
of the competition it would bring about 
from the cheap labor in his industry, he 
was met by the argument that annexa- 
tion would be advantageous for other 
classes of workmen, such as machinists

and tin and sheet iron workers. ‘The rec-. 
ognition of this fact will unquestionably 
influence more largely than has generally 
been supposed the feeling of the work- 
Ingmen. ‘ 

Meanwhile there is one -consideration 
that workingmen'of all classes may well 
weigh. If a stable and honest govern- 
ment among §,000,000 of people in a ter- 
ritory of great resources, shall stimulate 
and develop industry among a people 
now almost wholly. unproductive, the 
change will advance not only production 
but consumption, It is a well determined 
law that the better producer a man is 
the better consumer he also becomes. 
The progress of civilization from the 
time of general savagery to the present 
is due to that law.. Progress is every- 
where and always a process of creating 
and satisfying new wants. Anything 
that checks preduction tends to limit the 
market of those who produce. So far as 
the interests of wage earners generally 
are concerned, they are all on the side 
of the greatest freedom in industry and 


trade. 
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COMMERCE AND WAR. 

The movement of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to promote the freedom from seiz- 
ure on the sea of private property in 
time of war is one that should command 
the earnest support of all business men. 

It is, as Mr. CHaRLEsS H. BUTLER, the 
author of the memorial to the Chamber, 
pointed out in a strong letter published 
in THE Times yesterday, a peculiarly 
American movement, The principle has 
been firmly pressed by the United States 
Government on every occasion where 
there was any hope of influencing the 
opinion of the world. The present is an 
oppcrtune time to try to secure a con- 
ference on the subject, because, while 
general peace prevails, there is grave ap- 
prehension in all the Governments of 
Europe that war may come at any mo- 
ment, It would be fortunate if the con- 
ference called by the Czar of Russia to 
consider the possibility of general dis- 
armament could take up this reform, 
which, for the benefit it promises to all 
nations, is scarcely inferior to disarma- 
ment itself and perhaps more practicable. 

The ease of Great Britain is especially 
interesting and instructive. It is a car- 


dinal principle of her policy that her vast | 


and ever-growing trade must at all times 
be provided with entire protection by 
means of an adequate navy. Her money 
is never stinted when the Government 
decides that the sum of the naval 
Strength of any two great powers is ap- 
proaching equality with that of England 
alone. The result is that no one power 
is likely to attack England, hecause not 
only would its navy be practically use- 
less against that of England, but its’sea- 
ports would be liable to immediate block- 
ade, its sea-borne commerce would be 
greatly injtifed, and its fleets would be 
exposed to great danger of destruction. 
While, therefore, Great Britain’s inter- 
ests would all lie in the protection of 
property at sea, those of the other pow- 
ers really lig in the same direction, 

The United States, if they should be- 
come involved in war with a strong 
power, could be very seriously hurt, 
While our foreign commerce does not 
compare in volume or value with our do- 
mestic trade, it is large, and growing 
both in extent and variety. Owing to 
our very long coast line and the impor- 
tance of the seaboard cities, our navy 
would have, even if greatly increased, a 
very arduous task to perform apart from 
the protection of foreign trade. Our mer- 
chant marine, which is beginning to re- 
cover from the evil effects of the civil 
war and our hostile shipping laws, would 
premptly be destroyed. Our resources 
are so great that the loss thus inflicted 
could not be decisive of the struggle, but 
it would, nevertheless, be serious. 

The immunity of private property from 
seizure at sea in time of war would be 
but the logical extension of the laws of 
war on land that have gradually secured 
the assent of all civilized nations, No 
military commander is now justified in 
destroying or capturing private property 
except directly to promote his legitimate 
ends, and then it must be paid for. A 
violation of this rule is as intolerable as 
the murder of prisoners or the poisoning 
of wells. It should be the same for war 
on the sea, and with the progress of en- 
lightenment it will be made so. 


CAN THE ARMY LEARN FROM THE NAVY? 

The apparently complete success with 
which the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
ecunts of the Navy Department fore- 
saw and provided for the needs of the 
naval service during the operations of 
the last Spring and Summer, affording 
not the slightest reported complaints for 
neglect, failure, inadequacy, or extrava- 
gance, is in such striking contrast to 
the negligent, tardy, and inefficient serv- 
ice prevailing in the War Department 
as to justify the belief that much of the 
system in force in.the Pay Department 
of the navy might with great advantage 
be adopted for the army. 

What is called the Bureau of Supplies 
and Accounts in the Navy Department 
has been, since it was organized as now 
conducted, an office assuming the duties 
and responsibilities attaching to the of- 
fices in the War Department of Quarter- 
master General, Commissary General, 
and Paymaster General. Each of these 
officers in the War Department is in 
charge of a Brigadier General. One offi- 
cer, a Pay Director, having the relative 
rank while head of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts of Commodore, dis- 
charges for the navy the duties distrib- 
uted to three officers of the army who 
enjoy the actual rank and pay of Briga- 
dier Generals. 

Commodore EDWIN STEWART's recently 
issued report is a most interesting expo- 
sition of the superiority of the system 
under which he worked. Ships, men, 
navy yards, naval stations at home and 
abroad, have been provided with tood, 


clothing, and‘pay when these indis- 
pensable things were needed, Early in 
March, when the war cloud had not yet 
broken, shipments of stores were begun 
to Key West, to: Norfolk, to New York, 
and other stations in such abundance as 
to meet any possible emergency demand. 
The needs of Commodore Dewey being 
foreseen, that. officer was directed ear- 
ly in April to purchase a collier and 
a supply ship, and in forty-eight hours 
was in possession of the Nanshan and 
the Zafiro, and with the authorization 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
was presently provided with supplies to 
last five months. This wise and prompt 
provision was supplemented by the for- 
warding of supplies by the Peking from 
San Franciseo. On this distant Asiatic 
station the navy "was always kept in 
food, clothing. and pay very much as if 
there was no disturbing war to make the 
task difficult. 

On the Atlantic Ocean, and wherever in 
the West Indies the attention of the bu- 
reau was required, the naval vessels, 
hospital ships, auxiliary cruisers, and 
scouts and drafted revenue cutters were 
followed by the supply ships with their 
loads of frozen meat, vegetables, and 
other stores, so promptly and adequately 
as to deprive the officers and men of the 
navy of ground for complaint. The sys- 
tem was not only good, the executive 
ability displaved by Paymaster General 
STEWART, as general purveyor for. the 
navy, as well as its general bookkeeper, 
was superb. Jn the year Gen. STEWART 
was credited with more than. $137,000,- 
000, of which he expended nearly $59,- 
000,000, reporting a balance of about 
$78,000,000. ° 

It ts a good deal to expect that the 
army wiil look for or adopt a system 
similar to that which has proved so ad- 
mirably adapted to the needs of the 
navy, least of all that it will ever con- 
sent to a change that would make 
it possible. and perhaps advantageous, 
to get rid™of two Brigadier Generals. 
But if the change could be made, and 
the effect of the change should be to 
get rid of the dawdling, delay, failure to 
co-operate, and inability to grasp and 
meet the enlarged demands made upon 
the War Department, the people would 
gladly dispense with the Brigadiers and 
pay them for getting out of the way. 
That the bureaus of supply in the army 
have proved incompetent may be less 
the fault of the existing army system 
than of the men who have demonstrated 
inability to feed and clothe the army 
when it needed food and clothing. The 
army pay service, it should be said in 
justice to Brig. Gen. STANTON, has ac- 
quitted itself much better than the bu- 
reaus intrusted with the equally impor- 
tant duties of keeping the soldiers well 


protected, well fed, and properly clothed. 


The World publishes a statement given 
by Secretary of the Navy Lona, inter- 
preting the verdict of the elections. It 
concludes as follows: 


“The ultimate result of all this, in my 
judgment, is to sustain the Administration 
in the policy and principles in view of 
which it came into power, to wit, revenue 
laws which maintain the National credit 
and abundantly supply the National Treas- 
ury, and, as an incident, promote the in- 
dustrial ‘and commercial welfare of the 
country, the maintenance of a sound cur-

rency and the further promotion of its sta- 


The most important feature of this 
statement is the omission of all reference 
to foreign policy. It relates wholly to 
the issues ‘‘in view of which” the Ad- 
ministration “came into power.’”’ Mr. 
LONG, it will be noted, on the one hand, 
mekes protection an “ incident’ only in 
revenue legislation, and he pledges the 
Administration not merely to “ the main- 
tenance of a sound currency,” but to 
“the further promotion of its stability 
and soundness.”

THE RETURN OF MARCHAND. 

Letters which have been published 
from that adventurous and intrepid ex- 
plorer, Major MARCHAND, indicate that 
he has had enough of African explora- 
tion to last him for some time to come. 
He has indeed had a frightful time of it 
during the two years which he has occu- 
pied in a most toilsome and dangerous 
march of fifteen hundred miles across a 
country which was very largely “ terra 
incognita.’”’ He arrived at his goal, 
though with a small party and in a 
destitute condition. He had done his 
country and himself great honor, and he 
was entitled to go to its capital and re- 
ceive the honors which were waiting to 
be showered upon him, as Lord KITcH- 
ENER has done in London. Of course the 
two exploits are incommensurable. But 
considering the smallness of his means 
and the greatness of his task, the French 
explorer is as much a national hero as 
the English General. 

But it seems that MARCHAND is not to 
be suffered to receive either the rest or 
the rewards he has earned. The French 
Government seems to have decided that 
it is necessary’ to its dignity that he 
should spend another long and weary 
season in further exploration. This ex- 
ploration must be conducted with only 
such means as he has at Fashoda and 
as he can obtain from the somewhat pre- 
carious good will of the Negus of Abys- 
sinia. The French Government has no 
doubt supplied him with money. But it 
cannot reinforce him with Frenchmen 
without sending these Frenchmen up the 
Nile, and through the courtesy of the 
British. It is*true that MARCHAND has 
already made his exit by that route. But 
it seems to be necessary to French pride 
that he should make his “ definitive” 
exit from the Soudan at a French port 
and by a route which, if not French, is 
equally not British. Doubtless it would 
have been undignified to send him rein- 
forcements by the British route, even if 
the British authorities would have al- 
lowed it. And they would not have been 
likely to allow it except upon a distinct

disclaimer on the part of France of any 
“political significance” as attached to 
the Major’s explorations., As for rein- 
forcing him by any other route than that 
af the Nile, it was out of the question. 
To have sent troops after him by the 
route he had taken to Fashoda was not 
only to secure a repetition of the hard- 
ships and delays of his expedition, it 
was to expose the reinforcing party to 
almost certain destruction, seeing that 
the tribesmen of the Khalifa, who were 
concentrated upon the Anglo-Egyptian 
army, are now dispersed and at liberty: to 
pick up wandering parties of Europeans. 
The nearest French possession to Fa- 
shoda is the French port on the Gulf of 


‘Aden, To reinforce MARCHAND from that 


port would have been to fit out a new 
exploring expedition. For the country 
between Fashoda and Rou Jihutil is as 
complete a wilderness as that which 
MARCHAND has already traversed, and 
much of it has never been beheld by a 
white man. 

So it is MARCHAND himself who is to 
traverse this wilderness and to conduct 
a new exploring expedition from the 
Upper Nile to the Gulf of Aden before 
he is allowed to rest, in order to soothe 
the dignity of his Government. The good 
will of all admirers of bravery and en- 
durance will go with him. But the fact 
that this is the only route that seems 
to the French Government to be avail- 
able for his extrication from Fashoda is 
a complete vindication of the correctness 
of Lord SALIsBURY’s contention that “no 
political significance whatever attaches 
to the presence of Major MARCHAND at 
Fashoda.” 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——There is a most valuable idea in the 
suggestion, made by one of our correspond- 
ents, that the insurance companies could 
and should bring to bear upon the “ Chris- 
tian Scientists "’ the sort of pressure exert- 
ed by them upon the English anti-vaccina- 
tionists, Insurance has come to be a very 
important factor in civilized life, and the 
insurance companies exert a power which, 
so long as it works for the general good, is 
almost limitless. A concrete, and therefore 
striking, illustration of this power is to be 
tound in the stringent regulations imposed 
by the companies upon the ship owners of 
every nation. Nobody is fonder of having 
his own way than is the average ship own- 
er, and yet every one of them scrupulously 
obeys the rules in-regard to the hiring and 
discharging of officers, the taking of pilots, 
the choice of routes, and the size and stow- 
ing of cargoes, that are laid down by the 
insurance companies. He often fails to see 
the necessity of the rule in particular cases, 
and he often begrudges the money its ob- 
servance costs—but he submits. The pen- 
alty of disobedience would be refusal to in- 
sure or forfeiture of insurance, and that 
settles the question, Now it is obvious that 
every ‘“‘ Christian Scientist” is a dangerous 
risk, and, if accepted at all, he should pay 
an extra premium of very considerable size. 
Mutual benefit societies are not justified in 
accepting the followers of this cult on any 
terms, and their sane members should in- 
sist on the immediate expulsion of such un- 
desirable associates. It should be remem- 
bered, too, that the “‘ Christian Scientist ” 
can and does put in peril even those who 
reject his blasphemous nonsense without 
hesitation. Nobody is safe when ignorant 
fanatics presume to treat—or leave untreat- 
ed, rather—cases of infectious and conta- 
gious disease. 


——An observer who is so far from being a 
politician that the reasoning of politicians 
invariably leaves him unconvinced, has 
evolved the remarkable opinion that the 
balance of power in the recent election was 
held and exerted by youthful voters who 
were led astray or aright—this queer person 
doesn’t care which of those two words one 
uses—by the cartoons which pictured Col.

any bearing on the questions at issue. But, 
to a large number of young fellows, the 
armed ruffian portrayed by the cartoonists 
was attractive, not repulsive. He recalled 
the miraculously versatile and efficient he- 
roes of the flashy novels in which most of 
their study of life has been done, and from 
which most of their ideals have been drawn, 
They didn’t exactly believe that the pictures 
were correct, but they half hoped so and 
voted accordingly.”’ This theory is of more 
than dubious worth, but it’s a fact that 
some support for it can be obtained by a 
judicious questioning of office boys, eleva- 
tor manipulators, and other devotees of the 
literature which we superior people so ve- 
hemently reprehend.

The French painter, James Tissot, whose 
long residence in Wngland has given that 
country almost the right to call the artist, 
with Alma-Tadema, the Belgian, her own, 
hes been known for some. years to Amcrican 
art lovers chiefly ag the painter of dainty, 
charmingly costumed Parisiennes seated in 
the corner of picture gallery or church, 
toying with tightly rolled umbrella, upon 
the greensward or pebbled walk of some 
Parisian park, as they stroll or sit. His 
women are graccful, elegant, and distin- 
guished in manner, and he always. places 
them in the most appropriate surroundings 
and those which seem to comport with their 
mood. Born in 1886 at Nantos, in France, 
Tissot came as a youth to Paris, and, study- 
ing under Flandrian and Lamothe, exhib- 
ited at the Salon of 1859, or when he was 
only twenty-three years old. In 1861 his 
“Faust .and Marguerite’? was purchased 
by the French Government, and is now in 
the Luxembourg Gallery. Almost all his 
early pictures had their subjects in the 
mediaeval period, and were executed with 
a certain severe precision of manner and 
simplicity of method which was almost an 
affectation of the style of art of the period 
itself. Tissot went to England in 1870, and 
there, changing his subjects and drawing 
and painting the modern woman, he struck 
the keynote of his future success. Not only 
as a painter, but as an etcher, did he come 
rapidly into fame, and the proofs of his 
plates are now among the print shops’ cost- 
liest rarities, A few years ago he gave in 
Paris a private display of a series of char- 
acter studies of the Parisienne of the pe- 
riod, and this secured for him in France a 
reputation of the great success he had al- 
ready won in England. One of his best and 
most characteristic works, ontitled ‘‘In the 
Louvre,” a charming picture of a fair young 
girl, very aristocratic in type, and seated 
in the corner of the famous gallery as if 
awaiting some ore, was owned by the late 
George I. Seney, and was sold in the first 
sale of his pictures. 

With this impression of the art of Tis- 
sot in his or her mind the visitor to the 
American Art Galleries, where there opens 
to-day an exhibition of 350 paintings in oil 
and water color, and 111 pen and ink draw- 
ings and sketches by the artist, the origi- 
nals of the illustrations in the sumptuous 
publications first brought out in Paris in 
1806, entitled ‘‘ The Life of Our Lord Jesus 
Christ,’’ will experience a decided surprise. 
It has not been generally known in this 
country that Tissot, who is a devout Roman 
Catholic, disappeared in 1886, and his 
friends, who at first thought that he had 
entered a monastery, afterward ascertained 
that he had spent five months in travel and 
study in Palestine for the purpose of secur- 
ing an original idea of the country and the 
people, and to draw and paint the story of 
the life of Christ. It is claimed for M. Tis- 
sot by his friends and admirers that he is 
one of the few artists of modern times who 
has attempted an artistic rendition of epi- 
sodes in the life of Christ in 2 truly devo- 
tional spirit and without thought of gain, 
and as ger of this' they point to his piety 
and to his intense relizious convictions. It 
is not necessary or advisable to start a 
controversy on this question. That which 
Was waged over Munkacsy’s pictures of 
rad Christ Before Pilate,” ‘‘Christ on Cal- 
vary,” &c., is still too well remembered. It 
belongs only to this notice to judge Tissot’s 
rendering of the life of Christ by itself. 

As wag. said. above, the paintings and 
sketches now shown are the originals of 
the illustrations in the publication brought 
out by Le Mercier & Co. in Paris in 1806, 
and of which there were two editions print- 
ed, one of only twenty copies on Japanese 
paper, and whose cost was over 200 guineas, 
and a larger edition of some 200 copies on 
vellum, whose gost was over 60 guineas. 
Each copy of the Japan paper edition con+ 
tains an original water color drawing by 
Tissot, but a later edition has been pub- 
lished in England. The artist, in a brief 
introduction, says that, not satisfied with 
the ideas which he had of the appearance 
and exact proportions of the more famous 
places and scenes in the divine tragedy, as 
the Christian world has for a long time 
past had its imagination misled by the 
fancies of painters, &c., desiring to pre- 
sent these scenes as faithfully as he could 
in their different aspects, he visited Pales- 
tine, a devout pilgrim. He also says, in 
closing this introduction, that he has only 
desired to give a personal interpretation, 
based upon serious study, and intended to 
dispol as much as possible an inaccurate 
and vague vicw from people’s minds. 

It is impossible in this first-prief revic-y 
of this exceedingly interesting display to 
do more than sp of it in general terms. 
The pictures and. drawings are in a certain 
sense not néw, as they are familiar to book 
and art lovers through the Le Mercier pub- 
lication. They will be new, however, in 
general to the American art public, and 
are well worth study and examination. The 
exhibition ts. divided into several sections. 
In the lower gallery are several paintings, 
the most important of which is the large 
“Inward Voices,” a curious allegorical 
studv, and the ‘Prodigal Son” series. 
which won_a gold medal for the artist at 
the Paris Exposition of 1889. In this gal- 
lery aiso are the forty-two water colors 
illustrating the birth and childhood of 
Christ. In the upstairs galleries are the 
147 pletures illustrating the miinistry of 
Christ, the 26 which depict the scenes of 
Holy Week, and the 132 which portray the 
scenes of the Passion, the Crucifixion, the 
Resurrection, and of the days which fol- 
lowed the last great event.. The drawings 
and sketches, which number 109, are chiefly 
views of the Holy Land, studies of types 
and character, &c. 

The art of Tissot, as is certainly conclu- 
sively proved by these pictures, is an orig- 
inal art. He foilows no master, but works 
out his problems in his own way. A strong 
draughtsman and an admirable portrayer 
of character and expression, his work is 
noted for these points and for its group- 
ings and composition. He is essentially dra- 
matic, and there is a good deal of the illus- 
trator even in his best work. While not a 
colorist, and while in truth his color is for 
the most part cold and thin, he sometimes 
introduces a bit of color in a landscape or 
gives a note In a costume most attractive 
and fascinating. It is astonishing that he 
should have been able to complete the work 
in the time which he is said to have given to 
it, for it is delicate, and much of the de- 
tall {s remarkable. As to how individual 
transcriptions of this er that episode will 
impress the visitor it is of course impossi- 
ble to say. These pictures must be viewed 
and studied reverently, for they are worthy 
of reverent study, but one person will be 
impressed here and there, where another 
will see only what js bizarre or curious. Of 
necessity the serles of paintings illustrat- 
ing the Passion and the Crucifixion are the 
most {mpressive. To briefly summarize. it 
may be said that M. Tissot, while he has 
given us no great rendering of “‘ the old, old 
story.”’ has furnished a most faithful, care- 
ful series of studies, full of artistic merit 
ana force, and. certainly original in every 
way.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC 
Jefferson de Angelis in “ The Jolly 


Musketeer ” at the Broad- 
way Theatre. 


A NEW GERMAN COMEDY 


Im Weissen Roess’l,” ‘“‘ Carmen” in 
English, and “The Village 
Postmaster.” 


Jefferson de Angelis has returned to his 
business of endeavoring to amuse people 
without the assistance of Della Fox and 
Lillian Russell. He made his reappearance 
here at the Broadway Theatre last night 
in a new operetta, entitled ‘‘ The Jolly 
Musketeer,” the book by Stanislaus Stange 
and the music by Julian Edwards. It is 
probably only a coincidence that Mr. de 
Angelis should come forward just at this 
time in a character which is simply a 
comic D’Artagnan, but it is a happy coin- 
cidence, because it makes his new operetta 
an amusing pendant to the serious at- 
tempts to put before us the historic per- 
sonages of romantic literature. Count 
Henri de Beaupret will be a companion 
picture to Mr. Wilson’s Little Corporal, 
but he has the advantage in having some 
better lines to speak. The large audience 
which assembled at the Broadway Theatre 
last night was as friendly as first night 
audiences in that house preverbially are, 
and it gave Mr. de Angelis a very hearty 
welcore. 

It must be admitted that if the second act 
of “The Jolly Musketeer” were about 
twenty minutes shorter the operetta would 
be that much better. When there is abso- 
lutely nothing more to do, Mr. De Angelis 
has a long scene with Miss Waltzinger and 
Miss Hollins. Any one but a theatrical 
manager or an actor could tell in half a 


minute that the scene was stupid, but the 
people who do these things for a living 
vastly overrate the importance of what they 
are doing. Mr. Stange’s book is none too 
brilliant at any point, and it would be much 
improved by shortening. The action of the 
second act drags dreadfully after a funny 
scene, in which Mr. De Angelis is out in a 
rainstorm while another man is making love 
to his beloved, The situation is afterward 
saved by a very funny song and dance by 
Mr. De Angelis and Mr. McDonough. In 
fact, the antics of the principal comedian 
are very substantially aided all through 
the operetta by those of his first assistant, 
and Mr. McDonough deserves almost as 
much praise for his singing and dancing as 
does Mr. De Angelis. But it seems rather 
disheartening to lovers of real operetta to 
see how fast this species of entertainment 
is going down hill toward plain variety 
show. here are some freed lines in the dia- 
logue of ‘‘ The Jolly Musketeer,’’ and the 
story is quite as good as that of any recent 
operetta. That is all the praise which can 
fairly be awarded it. Yet it affords a good 
evening’s entertainment, which will be much 
better when the book is cut down. 

Mr. Edwards’s music is always graceful 
in melody and pretty in general style with- 
out possessing striking originality. Yet it 
is not palpably reminiscent music, and some 
of it is more than ordinarily good. Twoor 
three ensembles are written, with musi- 
cianly skill, and are very effective. The 
orchestration is fairly good. It is a pity 
that the chorus is not a better singing or- 
ganization. If it were some of Mr. Ed- 
wards’s numbers would go for much more. 
As it is, he has to depend upon the princi- 
pals, and none of these is more than re- 
spectably equipped with vocal ability. 

Mr. De Angelis danced with his customary 
agility, sang quite as badly as he always 
does, and acted with vigorous comedy. He 
is at times a really very funny man, and he 
is always entertaining. Miss. Hollins pre- 
sented a series of blonde tableaus as Yvette 
and sang her music passably. Miss Walt- 
zinger had not much acting to do, but she 
contributed a clear high soprano voice to 
the evening’s proceedings. Van Rensselaer 
Wheeler was rather exaggerated in his ac- 
tion, but one can hardly expect a comic 
opera baritoné who is trying to be a tenor 
to be moderate. The operetta is admirably 
put on the stage. The scenery and costumes 
are handsome and the stage pictures are 
all bright. Mr. Edwards conducted the per- 
formance and was called before the curtain 
with Mr. Stange and Mr. De Angelis at the 
close of the first act. 
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A NEW PLAY. 


“Im Weissen Roess’l” Received Vo- 
ciferously in Irving Place. 


A great crowd enjoyed hugely the first 
performance in America of Blumenthal and 
Kadelburg’s new Tyrolean comedy, ‘‘ Im 
Weissen Réss’l,’”’ at the Irving Place The- 
atre, last night. The laughter was literally 
incessant while the curtain was up, and the 
new play is, really, uncommonly well sup- 
plied with food for honest laughter. 

A worthy Berlin lamp manufacturer, tak- 
ing a vacation trip in company with a senti- 
mental sister and a romantic daughter, 
reaches the Salzkammergut in an irritable 
frame of mind. He is a self-satisfied urban- 
ite, and the dialect, the customs, ‘the tradi- 
tional cupidity of the picturesque inhabit- 
ants of the Austrian Tyrol annoy him; and, 
of course, everything falls out just as it 
should not. The little inn, in the dooryard 


of Which the tooting little steamboat lands 
him, is practically in possession of a young 
counsellor, whom the pretty landlady favors, 
and who has been too successfully conduct- 
ing a lawsuit against the lampmaker. But 
the young doctor is a good fellow, and his 
heart is fancy free, in spite of the landlady, 
so presently he is making love to the ro- 
mantic daughter of his ancient antagonist. 

The scenery is pretty, the dresses are 
quaint, and the play of humor is exceeding- 
ly ingenious, while what the comedy lacks 
in variety of action it fully makes up in the 
exhibition of amusing traits of character. 
The dialogue, too, is exceptionally clever. 

The performance is good. Anna Braga as 
the plump Tyrolean Mirandolina, who, like 
her prototype in Goldoni’s classic, weds her 
head waiter, (after discharging him from 
his office,) is as vivacious aitd charming as 
ever and sings an incidental Tyrolean air 
with facile expression, though her singing 
voice is rather small. Seyffertitz is exactly 
in his element as the head waiter, and 
Hinseler denotes the lamp manufacturer's 
traits in his customary droll way. 

Senius, as a prematurely bald but senti- 
mental youth, and Elly Collmer ae a lisp- 
ing maiden are also well placed. Mr. Con- 
ried has staged the new play carefully.

The New Hampshire Rustic Drama at 
the Fourteenth Street Theatre. 


“The Village Postmaster,” a rustic play 
by Jerome Eddy and Alice Ives, which was 
originally produced at the Fourteenth 
Street Theatre, in April, 1896, was revived 
there last night, with a fine scenic outfit, 
quaint dresses, and a suitable cast. The 
time is 1852 and the place a New Hamp- 
shire village. Seth Huggins, the village 
Postmaster and local political magnate, is 
the principal personage; Ben Deane, the 
lawyer, his henchman, is the villain, and 
John Harper, an inventive young mechanic, 


is the hero. A good girl in love with one 
young man and betrothed against her will 
to another; a wronged woman seeking re- 
dress; a comical bad boy, a poor Baptist 
clergyman and his family, and members of 
the village choir and local militia are among 
the other personages. 

The scenic pictures represent the country 
store and Post Office where the affairs of 
the Nation are settled by cracker-barrel 
statesmanship; the village green and liberty

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ZANGWILL ON TRUTH AND FICTION. 


The Critic and Novelist Lectures at 
the Astoria. 


“Fiction, the Highest Form of Truth,” 
was the title of a “ paper,’’ the reading of 
which occupied Israel Zangwill’s not too 
melodious or “ various’ voice, and the at- 
tention of about 150 persons, principally 
women, two hours of valuable time in the 
Astor Gallery of the Waldorf-Astoria yes- 
terday. Mr. Zangwill writes better than 
he talks, and he also knows so well that 
he writes well, and intimates the same so 
frequently, as to render all praise of him 
by others quite superfluous. 

The arguments he used in his lecture to 
prove that the poetical view of life is the 


only true one were not profound, but they 
were assuredly well stfted. Zangwill is 
smart and fanciful. After all, his lecture 
proved nothing—it could not have proved 
anything new since his point of view is as 
old as poetry itself—for he admitted that 
no one can say exactly what “ Truth”’ is. 
If Bacon’s “ Jesting Pilate,” who asked 
“What is Truth?” and then ran away to 
avoid hearing the answer, had waited to 
hear it, he might still be waiting, Mr. 
Zangwill thinks. 

He entered, at great length, and with 
much richness of so-called ‘“* paradox ’’ and 
epigram, into a discussion of the difference 
between mere facts and the truth, and said 
so many cutting things about Science and 
scientifiCc men that one feared he might 
presently imitate Jeffrey and ‘“ speak dis- 
respectfully of the equator.’”’ He also ut- 
tered a few nasty words about journalism 
and journalists. Some of the things he 
said which excited mild laughter are given 
substantially herewith: 

‘We talk about dead languages, but no 
language is alive until love and feeling are 
breathed into it. Parrots always talk dead 
languages, and so sometimes do politi- 
clans.”’ ho 

“A baby is a joy to its mother, an heir 
to its father, a charge to its nurse, a soul 
to the clergyman who baptizes it, a new 
biological specimen to the physician, a 
new customer to the shopkeeper, and a 
nuisance to the neighbors,”’ 

“This glass of water I hold in my hand 
science resolves into many facts. Each 
drop of water is composed of millions of 
atoms. Yet the fullest truth about it is 
that it is a glass of water put here to 
moisten the dryness of my throat and my 
remarks.”’ 


A New “ Combination.” 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Mr. and Mrs. 
R. D. McLean (Odette Tyler) and Charles 
B. Hanford, who used to do “ heavies”’ 
with Booth and Barrett, have formed a 
new dramatic “ combination,” which will 
begin a tour Dec. 8, acting in ‘‘ Romeo and 
Juliet,” “The Merchant of enice,”’ 
“ Julius Ceesar,” and ‘‘ Othello.” McLean 
used to act with his first wife, Marie Pres- 
cott, but since her death he has been living 
in retirement on his farm, at Shepherds- 
town, West Va. Odette Tyler’s successful 
acting in “‘ Secret Service’ and other plays 
is still fresh in the public memory. She 
will act the two Portias, (in ‘‘ The Mer- 
chant’? and ‘“ Caesar,”) Juliet, and Des- 
demona.

THE CAMP THOMAS EXODUS 


Commissioners Told that the Change 
in the Inspectors General System 
Is to Blame for Concealment 
of Faulty Conditions. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—Gen. Breckin- 
ridge, D-. R. S. Huidekoper, and Major 
Knox were before the War Investigating 
Commission to-day. 

Gen. Breckinridge’s testimony dealt with 
conditions at Camp Thomas, of which he 
was for a time in command, and he took 
Occasion to sav that but for the change 
that was made previous to the war, requir- 
ing Inspectors General in the field to re- 
port to the Adjutant General, instead of 
to the Inspector General, the condition of 
the camps now being developed by the 
commission would have been developed 
three months ago. 

Dr. Huidekoper was the first witness on 
the stand. He said that he had occupied 
the position of Chief Medical Officer of the 
First Army Corps at Camp Thomas, Chick- 
amauga Park, until the 23d of July, when 
he had gone to Puerto Rico with Gen. 
Brooke. Speaking of the supply depot, he 
said there were large quantities of some 
articles and a superabundance of others 
@t the beginning of the history of Camp 
Thomas, but that this condition of affairs 
did not long continue. He had immediate- 
ly undertaken to regulate requisitions, so 
as to equalize them in the various divisions 
of the command. At one time he had to 
appeal to Gen. Brooke to get the supplies 
necessary, the Deputy Surgeon General in- 
sisting upon being guided by the supplies 
on the table, which was not a fair test. 

“Do you not know,” asked Dr. Conner, 
“that there was a fvrll supply of medical 
stores at the depot at Lytle?” 

The witness denied that such was the 
case. He continued by saying that he had 
made constant representations to the Sur- 

20n General of the shortage of g¢upplies. 

e had never “‘ turned down,” any requisi- 
tions from the division hospitals, except on 
one occasion, unless he knew that the arti- 
cles were not on hand. 

Reverting to the question of tentage, Dr. 
Huidekoper said he knew of his own knowl- 
edge that the surpius tentage at the reserve 
hospital was turned over to the division 
hospitals and that tents had been held there 
to the detriment of other hospitals. How- 
éver, he stated that there were always un- 
occupied tents at the reserve hospital. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOR FILTH. 


Speaking of the condition of the camp in 
general, he said that some of the sinks 
were excessively filthy. Some of them were 
never in proper condition. 

“Who was responsible for that condi- 
tion?”’ asked Dr. Conner. 

“The officers of the regiment,’”’ respond- 
ed Dr. Huidekoper. : 

“Did not the commanding General have 


a duty to perform in that connection?”’ the 
questioner continued. 

The reply was not considered satisfactory, 
and Dr. Conner insisted upon knowing 
whether anything had ever been done by 
the commanding General to secure the 
punishment of regimental officers who had 
refused to obey orders for the proper po- 
licing of the camps. Dr. Huidekoper _de- 
clared that he knew of no instance of the 
prosecution of any offenses of this kind. 

Col. Huidekoper said he had succeeded in 

etting supplies only by being the first on 

and, as the medical depot was run in a 
very parsimonious manner. There was not 
ouly a great scarcity of important drugs, 
such as guinine and opium, but a disposi- 
tion on the part of the purveyor not to 
give out what there was. He said that 
when the command started to Puerto Rico, 
Gen. Brooke had. exercised his prerogative 
to demand the filling of a _ requisition 
which had been refused by the Deputy 
Surgeon General. He said he did not 
know why the General had not exercised 
this prerogative in securing supplies at 
Chickamauga. 

Responding to a request from ex-Gov. 
Beaver, Dr. Huidekoper detailed the par- 
ticulars of his education as a physician, giv- 
ing also his experience in military service. 
He said he had graduated as a physician 
from the University of Pennsylvania in 1874, 
and afterward had studied much in Paris, 
Berlin, and other European capitals, and 
had considerable experience in hospitals and 
in general practice. He went to Europe a 
second time on the recommendation of Dr. 
Hayes Agnew, who desired to establish a 
veterinary hospital. After returning to this 
country he went to New York and was en- 
gaged largely in the manufacture of toxines, 
only practicing human medicines for char- 
ity. He had been a surgeon in the Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard from 1874 to 1898, be- 
ing Brigade Surgeon most of the time. cov- 
ering the Homestead strike and the Johns- 
town flood. 

Replying to another cuestion from Gen. 
Beaver, the witness said that Deputy Sur- 
geon General Hartsuff had refused to supply 
disinfectants for the camp at Chickamauga, 
saying that to do so was contrary to army 
regulations. 


THE LACK OF NURSES. 


Dr. Huidekoper referred frequently dur- 
ing his testimcny to his difficulties in se- 
curing nurses. He said he had once se- 
cured an approach to the necessary num- 
ber through an arbitrary order from Gen. 
Brooke, and that when this order was is- 


sued, the Colonels had insisted on supplying 
the worst men they had in their regiments 
for members of the Hospital Corps. One 
Was an epileptic and another a confirmed 
drunkard. 

The witness asserted that the sick in 
Puerto Rico had had good attention, con- 
tradicting the assertion of Col. Hartsuff that 
there had been negligence. He said it was 
not true that Dr. Hartsuff had taken charge 
of a hospital, as the latter ha stated, be- 
cause of its mismanagement. Dr. Hartsuff, 
he said, had volunteered to take a hospital 
on one occasion, but the offer had been de- 
clined, so that it was all on paper. “In 
fact.” the witness added, ‘“‘Gen. Brooke 
would have stopped him if he had attempted 
to do so.”’ 

Major Thomas T. Knox, Inspector Gen- 
eral, who participated in the early part of 
the Santiago campaign as a Captain in the 
First Regular Cavalry, was before the com- 
mission at its afternoon session. He was 
wounded in the battle of La Guasima and 
on the second day after landing, when he 
was the only officer of his regiment pres- 
ent. He came North on the Olivette, and 
after arrival was taken care of at Fort 
Wadsworth Hospital. He had found that 
this institution was well conducted, and did 
not accept the report that such S not the 
ease. 

Major Knox said he had remained with 
jhis troop about ten minutes after receiving 
his wound. ana that he had for that time 
forgotten himself in giving attention to his 
command. His position had been a central 

e, and he had felt that a break might 

ake an opening for the enemy. 

| Major Kncx said the ship on which his 
regiment went from Tampa to Santiago was 
rreatly crowded, and that when they land- 
\d the men were in poor condition for a 
ampaign—‘‘ The worst I er saw,” he 
aid, ‘“‘ This condition was due to the fact 
hat they had been shut up in the hold of 
he ship for sixteen days, for they had been 
n good shape when they left Tampa.” He 
aid that the medical corps would have been 
etter if there had been more surgeons, am- 
ulances, and litters, but the expedition had 
een hastily organized, and he had no criti- 
ism to make.

GEN, BRECKINRIDGE TESTIFIES, 


Gen. J. C. Breckinridge also appeared be- 
bre the cominission during the afternoon 
fession.

He also thought the Quar- 
termaster’s Department had been remiss in 
some of its duties, but he attributed all the 


trouble to a want of experience. There had 
been a lack of tentage at the hospitals, and 
he knew of no reasun why the tents should 
not have been supplied, as he was informed 
that the tents were in the Quartermaster’s 


—. 

r. Comner made an effort to get Gen. 
Breckinridge to say where the responsibil- 
ity rested for the poor conditions in the 
camp, but the latter said that he had never 
attempted to locate the responsibility, de- 
voting himself particularly to remedying the 
evil. He said that apparently up to the 
time of his arrival the first duty had been 
conceived to be to prepare for war. He had 
changed this by turning the attention of all 
to taking care of the sick, and if he de- 
served any credit in his administration it 
was for this change. He said the War De- 
partment was apparently unprepared for the 
epidemic, as were the men on the ground. 

“If you could do what you did, could not 
Gen. Brooke have done the same thing two 
months before?”’ Dr. Conner asked. 

“I don’t think he had the sick,’’ the wit- 
ness responded. 

Later Gen. Wilson asked practically the 
same question and Gen. Breckinridge re- 
plied more elaborately. as follows: 

“T have no doubt that, if aroused, as I 
was, to the necessity, he could have done 
as much as I did. The indications were 
probably more marked to me than to my 
predecessor, because my experience as In- 
spector General prepared me especially for 
detecting conditions which might escape 
others. Consequently there was a condition 
there which I do not believe was conceived 
of by those preceding me.” 


CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY. 


Gen. Breckinridge said that there was 
such a division of duties and responsibilities 
that it was difficult at times to know to 
whom to give instructions. He gave an 
illustration of the defects of a system in 
which authority was not well defined which 
had occurred when he was there on an in- 
spection tour in May. He found a typhoid 


fever patient lying in a wagon outside a 
hospital who was refused admission for two 
hours until an order could be secured from 
Col. Hartsuff, Chief Surgeon of the camp, 
notwithstanding Gen. Wilson, in comfrand 
of the division, had ordered the man’s ad- 
mission. 

The relation of this incident led to a line 
of questioning concerning the duties of in- 
spection which brought out replies of con- 
siderable interest because of the fact that 
Gen. Breckinridge is Inspector General. He 
stated that previous to the beginning of 
the war an order was issued requiring In- 
spectors General to make their reports to 
the Adjutant General, instead of to the head 
of their own department, leaving him noth- 
ing to do unless he went into the field and 
made a hiatus in -the work. As a conse- 
quence, conditions were not made plain. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ Gen. Breckinridge 
said, “ this commission is now doing what 
the Inspector General should have done 
three months ago.”’ 

Gen. Breckinridge had not concluded his 
testimony when the commission adjourned 
for the day. 


FOOD ENOUGH SENT TO CUBA. 


Commissary General Eagan Says Gen. 
Shafter’s Army Had Stores Suffi- 
ecient for Four Months. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The report of 
Charles P. Eagan, Commissary General of 
Subsistence of the army, has been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of War. After de- 
tailing conditions of the Commissary De- 
partment and its organization for the war 
with Spain, Gen. Eagan refers to the San- 
tiago campaign, of which he says: 

‘““A very serious freight blockade at and 
in the neighborhood of Tampa in May an@ 
June, 1898, was caused by the celerity with 
which the troops and their supplies were 
concentrated at that place in preparation 
for the invasion of the Island of Cuba. 
This blockade was a matter of grave con- 
cern to the Subsistence Department, and it 
was only after the most peremptory orders 
of the Commissary General of Subsistence 


to unload the cars and to hire warehouses, 
if qgpessary, that the officers of the depart- 
ment on the spot were enabled, with un- 
flagging zeal and untiring energy, to so far 
extricate the department as to permit the 
taking of the Fifth Army Corps, when it 
sailed, on June 14, a supply of rations suffi- 
cient to last the command of 16,000 enlisted 
men for four months, and the sending on 
June 26, 27, and 28 of further supplies.” 

After giving in detail what supplies were 
sent to Cuba, Gen. Eagan says: 

“It will thus be seen that all due dili- 
gence was used by the Commissary Gen- 
eral of Subsistence in placing subsistence 
stores within reach of the troops operating 
against Santiago. Upon landing in Cuba 
these stores of the expedition were mapiec’ 
to the orders of the General commanding, 
who was in paramount control of the mili- 
tary operations in that quarter.” 

After quoting a number of official orders, 
the General says: 

“It is evident from the foregoing state- 
ments that the supplies of subsistence 
stores shipped for the use of the army in 
Cuba have been at all times in excess of 
immediate needs. Besides being available 
for our own troops, they afforded relief to 
the Cuban army and to the destitute popu- 
lation which abandoned the Sy A of San- 
tiago when preparations for its destruction 
had been made. The official returns from 
Cuba, showing in detail the issues made 
to these several classes of persons and 
others contemplated by law, have not yet 
been received, and there is not in this office 
any information throwing light on the sub- 
ject of the proces of the transports 
which brought the army back to Montauk 
Point further than that there was an 
abundance of subsistence stores in San- 
tiago and vicinity.” 


Warning to Shipmasters. 


Because of the frequency during the pres- 
ent year of casualties to shipping in this 
and other harbors, the Treasury Depart- 
ment has caused to be issued to Customs 


Collectors a notice ot gee by the Bureau 
of Navigation, calling the attention of 
masters and pilots to the provisions of 
Article 20 of the rules of the road, relat- 
ing to the rights and duties, respectively, 
of steam and salling craft; courses, speed, 
&c., and the rights of fishing vessels. At- 
tention is also called to the article which 
fixes penaity for violation.

A CUSTOMS LAW INQUIRY. — 


Senators 0. H: Platt and J. K. Jones 


Here to Find Out About Admin- 
istrative Methods. 


Senators Orvilie H:. Platt of Connecticut 
and J. K. Jones of Arkansas, composing @& 
majority of a sub-committee of the Senate 
Committee on Finance, are in this city for 
the purpose of investigating the methods of 
administering the internal revenue ahd cus- 
toms laws. It is expected that Senator N. 
W. Aldrich of Rhode Island, the third mem- 
ber of the sub-committee, will join them be- 
fore their investigations here are completed. 
Senators Platt and Jones conferred at the 
Murray Hill Hotel yesterday and deter- 
mined to visit and inspect persanally ‘the 
several branches of the customs and inter- 
nal revenue service in this city. They will 
begin with the Custom House this forenoon, 

This sub-committee is acting under au- 
thority of a Senate resolution adopted June 
30, 1898, which dirested the Committee. on 
Finance to investigate and report whether 
the existing methods of cdllecting the Gov- 
ernment revenues could be improved. Sen- 
ator Platt said yesterday that the inquiry 
would have nothing to do with the tariff 
schedules. ‘“*‘ We expect to Gall on the Col- 
lector of the Port, the Appraiser, and the 
General Appraisers for information and sug- 
gestions,”” said Senator Platt, “and we 
shall be glad to hear from any other per- 
sons who represer.t important interests and 
who are in a position to give information 


regarding the way in which the customs 
laws are administered at this port.’’ 

Asked whether the sub-committee would 
take note of the differences of opinion be- 
tween the Collector and the A iser re- 
garding the classification of certain duti- 
able imports, Senator Platt said that no 
such differences had as yet been brought of- 
ficially to the notice of the sub-committee. 
“We are not acting on any specific com- 
plaints,’’ he added. ‘‘ Of course, we cannot 
tell what we may find. If the present cus- 
toms administrative law is defective, it will 
become our duty to try to find a remedy.” 

When the attention of Senators Plattand 
Jones was called to a statement alleged to 
have been made recently by Senator Hanna 
that it would probably be. necessary to 
amend the present tariff law because-it did 
not supply sufficient revenue to run the 
Government, they jointly replied that this 
investigation had no litics in it and that 
they did not care to discuss the tariff.

ALLEGED MURDERER INSANE. 


When Arraigned, His Onase Is Dis- 
posed of in Eighjeen Minutes. 


What is said to have been the most 
prompt disposition of a murder case ever 
made in a New York County court took 
place yesterday morning before Justice 
Gildersleeve in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court. William Fraue was 
charged with killing his employer, Julius 
Smith, last July, in Smith’s saloon and res- 
taurant, at Centre and Cana!’ Streets. 

Drs. Campbell and Santvoort presented 
evidence that showed the man to be insane. 
Fraue acted wildly in court. Justice Gilder- 
sleeve ordered him to be sent to the insane 
asylum at Matteawan. The entire case con- 
sumed only eighteen minutes,

First Union of Divorced Persons Was 
Found to be Invalid. 


For a second time within a month Mrs. 
Mary Valentine Yale Bissell and Joseph 
Louis Fornachon were married yesterday. 
Recorder Edward R. Stanton of Hoboken 
performed the ceremony. Mrs. Bissell was 
guilty of technical bigamy because of her 
former marriage to Fornachon, which oc- 
curred before she had obtained a divorce 
from Eugene V. H. Bissell.

Abraham 
Gruber, the referee, reported favorably upon 
Mr. Bissel’s suit Oct. and without 
waiting for the confirmation of the Court, 
Mrs, Bissell and Mr. Fornachon were mar- 
ried Oct. 15. in Jersey City, by Justice of 
the Peace Winfield S. Weed. Mrs. Bissell 
at the time said she was divorced. Public 
announcement of the wedding was not 
made, however, until last Saturday, and it 
was not until then that the couple learned 
that their marriage was invalid. Mr. For- 
nachon and Mrs, Bissell visited Lawyer A. 
H. Hummel early yesterday morning, and 
he gave them a letter to Chief of Police 
Charles A. Donovan of Hoboken, to whom 
they went immediately. The ceremony was 
performed in the Recorder’s private office, 
and was witnessed by the Chief of Police 
and James P. Laverty, Clerk of the Re- 
corder’s Court. Each of the principals ad- 
mitted a former divorce. r. Fornachon 
gave his address as the Washington Hotel, 
Jersey City, and his occupation as an ac- 
countant. 


TO AID THE SPIRIT WRESTLERS. 


Government Will Give 
Money and Lands in Manitoba. 


According to Aylmer Maude, an English- 
man, who is in this city in behalf of the 
Doukhobortsi, or “‘ Spirit Wrestlers,” a per- 
secuted Russian sect, they will be taken to- 
the extreme west of Manitoba. Mr. Maude’ 
has lived in Moscow for more than twenty 
years, and through Count Tolstoi became 
interested in these peasants. Last August 
he brought two families to Canada and 
found that the Government would give free 
land—160 acres to each family—besides a 
bonus of $6 to each person, and shelter 
through the Winter for the 4,000 souls that 
are expected to leave Russia soon. The rest 
of the sect, he said, would come over next 
Spring. 

The Doukhobortsi did not have quite 


enough money to bring them to Canada, but 
what was missing has been raised in Eng- 
land, chiefly from Quakers and by the aah 
of a story written by Tolstoi years aga, but 
laid aside as of no importance. Mr. Maude 
said that the fund now being raised in this 
country is wanted to assist’ in procuring 
agricultural implements and horses and 
cows. The Douxnobortsi intend to borrow 
money on the land granted by the Canadian 
Government, the Government acting as in- 
eeeery to see that the money is paid 
ack. 

Mr. Maude said that it is not true that 
the Russian Government has given the 
Doukhobortsi two years in which to emi- 
grate. The permission to emigrate was 
given last February, and may be recalled 
at any time, which is the reason for the 
haste to get these people out of Russia. He 
said that the Dowager Empress was mainty 
instrumental in securing this decree. She 
was traveling through the Caucasus and 
saw the sect, which excited her sympathy. 
Prince Hilkoff, nephew of the Russian Min- 
ister of Railroads, who was banished for 
sympathy shown to peasants and secta- 
rians, is aiding Mr. Maude in this country.

Its Mother, a Russian Refugee, Buried 
in Midocean, 


A baby girl but five days old was among 
the arrivals yesterday from Hamburg on 
the Hamburg-American Line steamship 
Pretoria.

The 
mother had died at the child's birth, and 
her body was buried at sea. The father, 
Johann Windecker; his son, John, seven- 
teen years old, and daughter, Marie, five 
years old, were also passengers, and a 
part of a small band of Mennonites, head- 
ed by Johann Statel, who had with him 
his wife and five children.

The Right to Try Him for Murder Is 
Claimed, Though Committed in 
This, Country. 

NOGALES, Ariz.. Nov 14.—Much excite- 
ment exists here in consequence of an epi- 
sode which threatens to result in interna- 
tional complications. On Sunday last James 
Temple, a conductor on the New Mexico and 
Arizona “Railway, was attacked by some 
Mexicans, and in defending himself shot 
one of them, Juan Arvalla, fatally. This 
occurred about 2,000 feet north of the in- 
ternational boundary line. Later he _ re- 
turned to his hotel, which is south of the 
line, and .was arrested by Mexican officers 
on a charge of murder, the law of the State 
of Sonora providing for the trial of any 
person charged with crime against a Mexi- 
can citizen, though the crime may have been 

committed in a foreign country. 

Friends of Temple engaged an attorney, 
but the Mexican authorities refused to 
allow the prisoner to be seen. United States 
Consul J. F. Darnell then appealed to the 
State Department at Washington, and has 
received a telegram saying the Legation at 


Mexico had been wired to demand the im- 
mediate release of Temple. As yet no word 
has been received from the City of Mexico. 
Temple is in prison at Magdalana. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The State De- 
partment is making strong efforts to secure 
the release of the American, James Temple, 


who is now in a Mexican jail on the charge 
of murder, committed the United States, 
and it has instructed Mr. Powell Clayton, 
United States Minister to Mexico, to ad- 
dress himself directly to the Mexican For- 
eign Office on the subject. The principle in- 
volved in the caseéis regard as of the 
highest importance, for if Temple is held 
for trial by the Mexican authorities it would 
amount to an admission on the rt of our 
own Government of the right of Mexico to 
exercise extra territoriaf jurisdiction over 
American soil. 

Substantially the same claim was involved 
in the celebrated wr ee | case, which came 
near causing a breach of friendly relations, 
and it arose again in the more recent case 
of Leonardo Pacheco. Cutting was released 
by the Mexican Government only after trial. 
Pacheco was released, but not on our de- 
mand, ‘and in no case has the Mexican Gov- 
ernment surrendered its view, that it had 
a right to try a person in Mexico for an 
offense committed in the United States. Cut- 
ting was in jail for several months, and 
Pacheco for two years. It is not at all prob- 
able that any such delay will be permitted 
in the Temple case, for the Arizona authori- 
ties might easily bring the matter to an 
issue by demanding the extradition of Tem- 
ple for killing a man within the border of 
their Territory. 

But even accepting the Mexican conten- 
tion that it could try an American for kill- 
ing a Mexican in the United States, it seems 
probable that the State Department can 
demonstrate that the man Arvalla, who 
was killed by Temple, was not, as his name 
would imply, a Mexican. The Arizona au- 
thorities say that he was born in that Terri- 
tory, and, although his parents were un- 
naturalized Mexicans, under our law he was 
a United States citizen. If this fact is es- 
tablished legally, the Mexican Government 
would’ be put in the peculiar position of try- 
ing one American citizen for killing another 
American citizen on American soil. 


DECISION FOR STANDARD OIL. 


United States Pipe Line Company 
Loses Its Fight in New Jersey. 


TRENTON, N. J., Nov. 14.—The Court of 
Errors and Appeals has given a decision 
against the United States Pipe Line Com- 
pany, which has been making a fight 
against the Standard Oil Company in New 
Jersey. The matter decided to-day was a 
writ of error to the Warren Circuit Court 
involving the construction of a deed of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Rail- 
road Company. 

It is probable that the United States Pipe 
Line Company will now abandon its efforts 
to get to the seaboard through New Jer- 
sey, and will pipe its oil to Philadelphia and 
transport it from there by rail.

COL. BLISS BACK FROM CUBA. 


Tells of Conditions There, and Work 
of His Department. 


Col. J. H. Bliss of the Subsistence De- 
partment of the army, who has been in 
Cuba in connection with the selection of 
sites for camps for the army of occupa- 
tion, returned here yesterday on the Ward 
Line steamship Yucatan. He will go to 
Washington and report to-day. 

Col. Bliss said that the ‘Spanish troops 
“cre being moved to the coast towns and 
sent away on transports as expeditiously, 
he thought, as it was possible for the offi- 
cials to manage it.

CONSOLIDATION IN BROOKLYN. 


ix-Gov. Flower’s Plans Said to Have 
Met with a Great Set-back. 


Ex-Gov. Roswell P. Flower and his asso- 
ciates in the scheme to consolidate the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit and Nassau Elec- 
tric Railroad systems have, it is claimed, 
met with a set-back in the opposition of the 
Johnson brothers and P. H, Flynn to the 
consolidation plans. The Johnsons and 
Flynn own together about two-fifths of the 
stock of the Nassau Road. If the men who 
bought the Wilson holdings aim to secure 


enough of the Nassau stock to bring about 
an actual consolidation of the two systems 
and obtain practically full control of the 
Nassau Road, thev will be forced, it is as- 
sented, to buy both the Johnson and Flynn 
stock, 

The Johnsons and Flynn, it is said, have 
entered into a compact with regard to their 
interests in the Nassau Road. This agree- 
ment, it is declared, is to the effect that 
neither party will dispose of his Nassau 
holdings without the other’s sknowledge, and 
that the other parties to the three-cornered 
understanding will have the privilege of 
selling their stock at an equal price. 

This alleged agreement between the John- 
sons and Flynn means that the Flower syn- 
dicate will have to pay a fancy price for 
their holdings if they desire to secure com- 
plete control of the Nassau Road. 


Union Railway’s Proposed Extensions. 


The North Side Board of Trade held a 
largely attended meeting last evening at its 
rooms, 278 Alexander Avenue. Col. J. A. 
Goulden repgfted that he had interviewed E. 
J. Maher, President of the Union Railway 
Company, in regard to extensions of- the 
company’s system and that he had been 
informed that the campany intended to 
make application to lay tracks across the 
central or McComb’s Dam Bridge, connect- 
ing the One Hundred and Sixty-first Street 
line with the Amsterdam Avenue line of the 
Third Avenue Railroad Company; also that 
the company would shortl extend its Burn- 
side Avenue line to Morris Heights.

COL. GILLISS FELL DEAD 


ease While Hurrying to Catch 
j ‘ g@ Boat. 


The sudden death, announced yesterday 
morning, of Col. James Gilliss, Quarter- 
master of the Department of the East, 
United States Army, occurred under circum- 
stances, it transpired yesterday, that added 
painfully to the shock to his family and 
the army community on Governors Island: 
Col. Gilliss had been in the city and was 
returning to the Governors Island ferry to 
catch the steamboat General Hancock on 
its 8:30 P. M. trip Sunday night.. The next 
and last trip Sunday nights is at 10:30 
o’clock. 

Col. Gilliss was seen to be hurrying to 
the landing, and as he entered the gate, re- 
marking, at his haste, that it would fot 
do to miss that boat, he fell suddenly for- 
ward. The sentry and othérs ran ‘to his as- 
sistance and were carrying him over the 
gangplank into thé’ boat when he expired.

ARCHBISHOP GROSS IS DEAD. 


The Oregon Prelate Succumbs to Heart 
Disease at St. J oseph’s Hospital 
in Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Nov. .14.—William 
Hickley Gross, the Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Oregon, died at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, this city,- at 8:15 this morning of 
heart disease. He had been ill since Nov. 6. 
It was thought until this morning that his 
condition was improving, and that he would 
recover, but a sudden change for the worse 
resulted in his death. 


Archbishop Gross was born in Baltimore 
in 1887. Early in life he determined to de- 
vote himself to religious work. His parents 
were communicants of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and they encouraged him in his 
ambition to become a priest. Obtaining a 
good common school education, the future 
Bishop entered the novitiate of the Order 
of Redemptorists, where, after a thorough 
theological course, he was ordained a 
priest, The civil war was in progress when 


he was ordained, and the first year of his 
life as a priest was devoted to ministrations 
among the sick, wounded, and dying sol- 
diers. After the close of the war he turned 
his attention to the education and Chris- 
tianizing of the freed negroes of the South. 

In 1866 the Rev. Father Gross removed to 
New York, and speedily made his mark as 
an eloquent and effective speaker. He was 
attached to St. Alphonsus’s Church until 
1871, when he was appointed Superior of 
the Order of Redemptorists in Boston. 
There he remained for a little more than 
two years. He was consecrated Bishop of 
Savannah in 1873. He accomplished great 
missionary results among the colored peo- 
ple in and about Savannah, and through his 
zeal and energy several churches, hospitals, 
and orphanages were erected. The fine Ro- 
man Catholic Cathedral in Savannah is an 
enduring monument to his memory. In 
1884 he became Lyi nemong ed 2 of Oregon, and 
he celebrated his silver jubilee as a Bishop 
in Portland with much pomp last May. He 
was highly esteemed by the dignitaries of 
the Church, as. well as by the laymen, 

Feeling the need of rest and recupera- 
tion, Archbishop Gross went to Baltimore 
early in October. While conducting a re- 
ligious retreat there he became seriously 
ill, and, acting on the advice of Cardinal 
Gibbons and other friends, he went to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital for treatment for heart 
trouble.

The Rev. James Fitzsimmons. 


The Rev. James Fitzsimmons, pastor of 
St. Andrew’s Roman Catholic Church, in 
City Hall Place, died Saturday at Blackrock, 
a watering place in Dublin County, Ireland.

He was then transferred 
to St. Joseph’s parish, Rhinebeck, where he 
remained until 1886, when he went to the 
Church of Our Lady of Loretto, at Cold 
Spring. Putnam County. His last charge 
was at St. Andrew’s. Father Fitzsimmons 
will be buried in Irelnad. A solemn mass 
cf requiem will be offered in St. Andrew’s 
to-morrow morning.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market active. 


About 700,000 shares wéfe traded in on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday, and in a major- 
ity. of instances quotations advanced. To- 
bacco Trust fell off a point; Sugar Trust went 
up about 2 points.

In the industrial stocks yesterday Sugar 
Trust transactions equaled over a quarter 
of the total of all other stocks dealt in, 
passing 130,000 shares. At the opening a 
sensational advance was scored, the stock 
reaching 125, but later the quotation was 
under 119, from which point it rose again 
close to 124, scoring a net gain of between 
1 and 2 points for the day.

Meanwhile the fact is likely 
to be made public soon that the trust, 
through its most trusted agency, is arrang- 
ing to open branches for the sale of its 
sugar and its’ coffee products on an inde- 
pendent basis in practically every city in 
the country.

In the money market little evidence ap- 
peared yesterday of the hardening tendency 
which bankers are counting upon, in so far 
as call rates are involved, but time loans 
did advance somewhat.

“Election happenings. have brought about 
this extraordinary rushjfor the bond issues. 
There has been a return of confidence to 
every quarter where funds are looking to an 
investment market. For the first time in 
years American holders of capital seeking a 
field for profitable investment can look 
ahead with absolute certainty as to the 
future and feel, as they have never pre- 
viously felt, that there will come from the 
Congress of the United States no free-silver 
legislation. The sentiment that there is a 
probability of currency reform is also grow- 
ing, and that we will be thereby placed in 
a stronger position throughout the world.

A NEW ENGLAND VIEW. 


: It has been a week of great expansion 
in Wall Street confidence, if not in that of 
business at large. 

Whether this is entirely warrfinted or not 
we may fairly question. Silver legislation 
has been made an impossibility for two or 
four years to come, at least. But silver 
legislation of more than an: introductory 


sort was before an impossibility, and in- 
stead of silver, we now have growing for- 
eign complications of a threatening cast to 
becloud the outlook. One danger bas been 
escaped only to plunge into another and 
greater one, as viewed from this distance. 
Commercial and speculative circles at pres- 
ent see only the trade side to the more- 
territory question, but there is the vastly 
more consequential political side to be con- 
sidered, and its indirect and deleterious 
effects on trade. As a ‘“‘ power” in Euro- 
pean and Far Eastern politics, and a cause 
and object of enmity on the part of all 
Continental Europe, we and our markets 
can hardly expect to enjoy immunity from 
those war alarms that shake the European 
Bourses weekly. 

As a result of the increased Stock Ex- 
change activity at New York, bank loans 
have again largely expanded and deposits 
have consequently also been increased heav- 
ily. Hence a marked decline in surplus 
reserves to the low point reacwed prior to 
the September reaction in the stock market, 
This foreshadows closer money, and the 
spurt in stocks must, of course, be short 
lived under such circumstances.—Springfield 
Republican.

DE THOMSEN WILL CONTEST 


Many Letters to the Baron from 
His Foster Daughter Read. 


NEARLY ALL ASKED FOR MONEY 


Von Beck Admits Under Cross-Exami- 
nation that He Suggested 
Many of Them. 


Oscar von Beck occupied the witness stand 
again yesterday when the contest over the 
will of Baron Christian de Thomsen, who 
died recently in this tity, was resumed be- 
fore Surrogate Arnold. It is Mrs. von Beck 
who is trying to break the will. When a 
nameless foundling she was taken out of an 
orphan asylum by the wealthy nobleman. 
She was reared in luxury as his adopted 
daughter. Soon after her marriage a cool- 
ness sprang up between the Baron’s family 
and the von Becks. When his will was 
read it was discovered that out of his fort- 
une of $1,000,000 the Baron had left but the 
income of $35,000 to his foster child. Years 
before the Baron had given von Beck and 
his wife to understand that she was to re- 
ceive an equal share of the fortune with his 
two children. Now Mrs. von Beck alleges 
that the Baron was unduly influenced by 
his children. 

Under Joseph H. Choate’s cross-question- 
ing yesterday Mr. von Beck acknowledged 
that his wife had written a letter to the 
Baron while he was,in Paris, begging him 
to make up with her husband. The Baron 
answered that it was impossible, as he had 
been too grievously insulted by von Beck. 
Another letter was read, in which Mrs. von 


Beck thanks the Baron for a check for 
$1,400. Still another letter was produced, 
written early in 1894, in which the Baron is 
asked to forward $2,000. 

“Did you authorize your wife to write 
these letters?”’ asked Mr. Choate. 

““T may have suggested them,” replied Mr. 
von Beck. % 

Another letter written by Mrs. von Beck 
to the Baron, at about the same time, was 
read. In it she says: “My husband asks 
you not to make your letters so pointed in 
reference to him, ag he does not want your 
greetings, nor does he want or expect any- 
thing from you, after what has happened.” 

‘Did you ever suggest to your wife,’’ 
asked Mr. Choate, “‘ that- she write to the 
Baron and get him to put up for a country 
house?” 

** No,”’ answered Mr. von Beck. 

_ Mr. Choate read a letter written on March 
3, 1894, by Mrs. von Beck to the Baron, in 
which she says that she and her husband 
had been looking about for a country house. 
She says that they have found an ideal 
place on the coast near Copenhagen. Mrs. 
von Beck also writes that her husband nas 
told her that coast property in that part of 
the country is steauily increasing in value. 
She then asks the Baron to forward her 
20,000 kroners (about $5,000) at once. 

““Now what do you say about suggesting 
the country house?” asked Mr. Choate. 

“The same,’’ replied von Beck. “I did 
not object, but made no suggestions.” 

The Baron's reply to the letter was then 
read. It said that he was unable to give 
his foster daughter the amount required, as 
business had been very bad with him. He 
advised Mrs. von Beck to cut down her ex- 


penses. 

At this point Mr. Raegener, counsel for 
the will, was put»on the stand to identify 
certain papers which had been taken from 
the Baron’s safe after his death. One of 
the papers was a declaration made by the 
Baron long before his death. It says that 
owing to insulting letters written by Oscar 
von Beck to him he feels constrained to 
make certain changes in his will relating to 
Sylvia von Beck, his adopted daughter and 
Oscar von Beck. The Baron or- 
dered that a copy of the declaration be for- 
warded to Mrs. von Beck. The order was 
not carried out. 

In the course of the letter reading it was 
developed that the country villa had been 
bought by Mrs. von Beck before the 
Baron’s refusal reached her. Further let- 
ters from the Baron ‘refusing to ‘end 
money were read. In another letter Mrs. 
von Beck asks the Baron to buy her a 
rare stamp costing 1,400 kroners. In the 
next letter Mrs. von Béck implores the 
Baron to advance her husband 50,000 kroner 
for the purchase of a house next to theirs. 
Then a cablegram from Mrs. von Beck to 
the Baron was read. It states that Mr. 
von Beck’s bookkeeper has absconded with 
$5,000 belonging to the Mutual Life Insur- 
ance Company. She asks the Baron to set- 
tle the matter in New York. Mr. von Beck 
acknowledged prompting the sending of the 
cablegram. 

Mr. Choate read enough letters to fill a 
good-sized waste basket. Mr. von Beck 
acknowledged that in nearly every in- 
stance he had suggested the, contents of 
the letters or knew that they had been 
written. Almost without exception the let- 
ters read were requests for money. The 
hearing was adjourned until Dec. 1. 


WEALTHY MAN’S WIFE A THIEF. 


Caught Stealing in a Williamsburg 
Store—Exchanged Alleged Stolen 
Goods for Credit Check. 


Mrs. G. Deboben, wife of a wealthy re- 
tired business man, who lives at 273 Rut- 
ledge Street, Williamsburg, was caught yes- 
terday in Henry Batterman’s dry goods 
store, at Broadway and Graham Avenue, 
Williamsburg, stealing silk tapestry valued 
at $6.50. Her previous visits to the store 
had aroused the suspicions of the store de- 
tective, George Hasslinger. Yesterday he 
followed her around the store. When he 
arrested her she became very indignant. 
Hasslinger took her to the Stagg Street 
Police Station, where she ‘refused to tell 
who she was or where she lived. As Mary 
Doe she was arraigned in the Ewen Street 
Police Court on a charge of petit larceny. 
Magistrate Lemon held her in $300 bail for 
a hearing. William De Sterre of Meserole 
Street and Bushwick Avenue secured her 
release on a bail bond. She signed the 
name of Annie Brown to the bond, 

Detective Hasslinger learned later who the 
woman was. She is fifty-two years old and 
a devout church member. The Rutledge 
Street house is owned by M. Deboben, as 
well as that next door, occupied by a mar- 
ried son. Mr. Deboben has long been an 
invalid. When he learned of his wife’s ar- 
rest, he was greatly affected, and said there 
was no reason for her stealing. 

After having been bailed Mrs. Deboben 
hurried back to the store, where she plead- 
ed with Mr. Batterman not to prosecute her. 
She offered Mr. Batterman $75, all she had 
in her purse. She confessed that she had 
robbed the store before, and said the goods 
could be found at her home. 

Detective Hasslinger, with two salesmen, 
hurried to Mrs. Deboben’s home. In a bu- 
reau drawer they found about $100 worth of 
tapestry. Mrs. Deboben will be arraigned 
to-day. 

Detective Hasslinger said last night that

heen going on for a month past. A pair of 
<urtains was missed abgui two weeks ago. 
Two days afterward Mrs. Deboben brought 
the curtains to the store and said she had 
purchased them, but had no use for them. 
She asked for a credit check, and received 
one for $5, as the theft could not be proved.

Their at- 
tack is said to have been unprovoked. 

Two detectives of the West Thirty-sev- 
enth Street Station are on the case. They 
say that the man who did the shooting is a 
man named Reilly, a well-known tough, and 
that he and his companions will soon be 
captured. Schell is in the New York Hos- 
pital in a serious condition.

LEGAL NOTES. 


INJURIES FROM A COLLISION.—Alexander 
Keegan, while riding on an open car, south 
bound, on the Third Avenue Railroad, on 
Aug. 30, 1894, was severely injured because 
of a collision at Fifty-eighth Street be- 
tween the car and a wagon belonging to 
John Hunt, and in a suit in the Supreme 
Court against both Hunt and the railroad 
company recovered a judgment for sub- 
stantial damages. That judgment has now 
been affirmed by,the First Appellate Di- 
vision. Mr. Keegan was sitting on the east- 
erly side of the car, near the rear. The 
wagon was coming north, on the easterly 
track, and behind it was a north-bound car. 
In attempting to get out of its way, the 
wagon crossed to the west and struck the 
rear of the south-bound car. Justice Bar- 
rett, giving the opinion on appeal, said: 
“The undisputed evidence showed that the 
gripman of the south-bound car ran across 
Fifty-eighth Street at the full speed of the 
cable, and the driver of the wagon was 
plainly negligent in attempting to cross in 
front of it. There is also abundant evidence 
to show that the driver first started to cross 
while the car was still about seventy-five 
feet away. If the gripman had been keep- 


ing the proper lookout, he would have ob- 
served this attempt and slackened his speed. 
He was not absolved from blame because 
the wagon struck the car, instead of the car 
striking the wagon. A heavy wagon, like 
the one in question, could not stop at once; 
and there was evident danger in its move- 
ment toward the west track, even though 
it did not get over soon enough to receive 
the direct blow of. the car.’’ Referring to 
the obligatiém which rested upon the serv- 
ants of the two defendants immediately 
prior to the happening of the accident, the 
trial Justice charged the jury that the rail- 
way company was “ bound to use a high de- 
gree of skill and vigilance to guard against 
accidents from which its passengers may 
suffer injuries,” and that “it has not ful- 
filled this duty unless it has used the utmost 
care and diligence which human skill and 
foresight will suggest.” The Court held 
that this charge was correct, notwithstand- 
ing Stierle vs. Union Railway Company, 
156 N. Y., 70. Presiding Justice Van Brunt 
dissented. 
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ACCIDENT AFTER LEXTINGUISHMENT OF 
LIGHTS IN PASSAGEWAY.—Henry B. Dorney, 
who was injured while employed in 
O’Neill’s store, secured a _ verdict for 
$3,200 on the trial of his suit against 
Hugh O'Neill. A new trial has been 
ordered by the First Appellate  Di- 
vision. Dorney, at the time of the acci- 
dent, was working in the basement of the 
store, where was a long passageway five 
or six feet wide, lighted by nine incandes- 
cent electric 1amps placed at intervals along 
its entire length. The lamps were operated 
by three separate switches, and when the 
signal to quit work was given the lights 
one to five were extinguished. The plaintiff 
started to leave the building at this time, 
but before he had passed entirely through 
the passageway all the lights went out, and 
in attempting to proceed in the darkness, 
he ran into a box or basket on wheels, des- 
ignated as a ‘* wheeler,” stored in the pas 
sageway, and sustained a very serious iIn- 
jury. Justice McLaughlin, who gave the 
prevailing opinion on’ appeal, said defendant 
had a right to use ee ee for such 
purpose as he thought fit in connection with 
his business, and if the storage of wheelers 
was a serious danger to plaintiff, he as- 
sumed the risk. The Court held that the 
recovery could not be sustained upon that 
ground, nor upon the ground that defen4- 
ant was negligent in not sufficiently light- 
ing the passageway, he having provided in 
the first instance a proper system of light- 
ing, which had never failed before, and its 
extinguishment being in direct violation of 
defendant’s orders. Before the plaintiff 
was entitled to recover it was necessary 
for him to establish personal fault on the 
part of the defendant. or what was equiv- 
alent thereto; and until he had done so, the 
defendant was entitled to the benefit of the 
presumption that he had performed his 
duty. Justice O’Brien dissented, holding 
that the evidence was sufficient to carry 
the question of defendant’s negligence to 
the jury, The plaintiff was entitled, he 
said, to have the only passage or mode of 
egress from the building, provided for him 
and the other employes of this large estab- 
lishment, made and kept reasonably safe.

HER EMPLOYERS WERE Not REmIss.— 
A judgment awarded to Jennie M. Montgom- 
ery against Lyman G. Bloomingdale and 
others for injuries she received while rid- 
ing in an elevator at Bloomingdale’s retail 
store has been reversed by the First Ap- 
pellate Division. The plaintiff, who was a 
“cash girl,”” about fifteen years old, em- 
ployed by the defendants, was going on 
an errand at 10 o’clock in the evening of 
Oct. 5, 1897, from the basement to the 
fourth floor of the defendant’s store. The 
car of the elevator, which was commonly 
called ‘“‘ the employes’ elevator,” had iron 
lattice gates on three sides, but there was 
a gap between the floor of the car and the 
lower bounds of the lattice work. There 
were a number of other gjris in the car 
with the plaintiff. Between the third and 
fourth floors plaintiffs right foot was 
thrust through the opening at the bottom 
of one of the folding .gates and came in 
contact with the casing on the wall of the 
well, or some projection, and was injured. 
Evidence was given on behalf of the plain- 
tiff that the car shook with a jerk so violent 
that her foot was thrown out under one of 
the gates. Justice Patterson, giving the 
opinion on appeal, holds that the effect of 
all the testimony upon the subject of the 
apparatus in and of itself being sufficient 
and safe, abundantly established:that there 
was nothing in its construction which made 
it unsafe. The plaintiff's case failed, the 
court held, in that the proof did not estab- 
lish that there was any remissness or 
neglect on the part of the defendants in 
maintaining and keeping in safe condition 
those gates for the use of their employes, 
On the point of alleged defects in construc- 
tion, or the use of machénery unsafe in and 
of itself, the evidence was held not to be 
in such condition as to authorize a finding 
adverse to the defendants. 


PATROLMAN 70 YEARS OLD. 


Police Surgeons Report Him Perfectly 
Capable of Active Service. 


The Police Board recently directed the 
police surgeons to make an examination into 
the fitness of Patrolman Joseph B. Still- 
wagon, seventy years old, now attached to 
the Hunter’s’ Point Station. His age was 
thought to be so great as to unfit him for 
active service. 

The surgeons made a mental and a phys- 
ical examination of Stillwagon, and their 


report states that Stillwagon is a remark- 
ably well-preserved man, physically and 
mentally. Although born on May 6, 1828, he 
is fully capable of performing the duties of 
a patrolman. Dr. Cook, the President of 
the Board of Surgeons, said that Stillwag- 
on’s condition physically and intellectually 
was wonderful. Stillwagon was all through 
the war of the rebellion and was appointed 
to the Flushing force in September, 1858. 
He was thrown. out by consolidation, but 
reinstated by the courts in September. 


RUNAWAY FOX FOUND ASLEEP. 


Central Park Keepers, However, Fail 
to Capture the Animal. 


A ‘silver-tailed fox, one of the prettiest 
and supposedly the slickest animal in the 
Central Park menagerie, escaped from his 
cage a week ago, and up to yesterday after- 
noon had the freedom of the Park, not- 
withstanding the fact that several expert 
marksmen have been after him. 

Policeman McKenna while patroling near 
the Centre Drive yesterday beheld the fox 


asleep under a lot of underbrush. Mc- 
Kenna tiptoed away from the place and 
telephoned to the Arsenal. The officers 
there doubted McKenna when he. said this, 
and asked him if he was not himsélf dream- 
ing, as no one ever heard of a fox being 
caught asleep. But McKenna was positive, 
and Keeper Snyder with another marksman 
started off with guns for the fox. They 
found that the policeman was right, and 
tried to get near enough to the animal to 
capture it, but the crackling of twigs awoke

TWO MEETINGS OF MOTHERS 


City Club and Congress Discuss 
Mysteries of Childhood. 


EFFORT TO INTEREST FATHERS 


Higher Education Good for a Woman’s 
Leisure, Mrs. Birney Says—Dr. 
Gazzam’s Advice. 


If there were no women’s organizations 
except mothers’ clubs and mothers’ con- 
gresses, the object of all the feminine bodies 
now existing would be well accomplished. 
That was proved conclusively yesterday to 
a big gathering of women, who met at the 
Tuxedo, Madison Avenue and Fifty-ninth 
Street, upon the invitation of the New 
York City Mothers’ Club. 

There was a bright galaxy of speakers, 
officers of mothers’ organizations of vary- 
ing degrees, from the National Congress of 
Mothers, represented by its President, Mrs. 
Theodore W. Birney, down to the Vice Pres- 
ident of the receiving body, Mrs. Rebecca 
Kohut. Mrs. D. O. Mears of Albany, Presi- 
dent of the New York State Assembly of 
Mothers, was down on the invitations as 
the second guest of honor, but there was 
also Mrs. H. H. Birney, President of the 
Philadelphia Auxiliary to the National 
Congress, and the Vice President, Mrs. 
Schoff. Mrs. Lillie Devereux Blake and 
Wilson 8S. Gill, President of the Patriotic 
League, also spoke, 

There were several men at the meeting. 
Mrs. Birney spoke of the large attendance 
at the last convention of the congress, in 
Omaha, and ‘the goodly number of men 
present. ‘At the coming congress,’’ she 
said, ‘‘we are anxious to have as many 
of the fathers present as possible.”” She 
continued: 

“We do not find anywhere a lack of 
mother love, but there is sometimes a lack 
of mother patience and a great lack of 
mother knowiedge. When we have kKnowl- 
edge and science allied to mother love, there 
will be the greatest possible good to 
humanity. 

**I believe in higher education for wo- 
man if she has time for it and for other 
things. If a woman is going to be a mother, 
she should prepare herself for it as a sacred 
obligation. To know how to care for her 
child is of more importance than a knowl- 
edge of all the Latin and Greek in the 
world. We would not trust a piece of silk 
velvet to an ignorant dressmaker, for fear 
she would spoil the material, and yet the 
finest material in the world is spoiled daily. 
Kindergartners Know more about child 
nature than the mother of eight or ten chil- 
dren, unless she be an exceptional woman. 
They study children as a whole, not the 
few individuals, They have studied the 
best thing to do when Johnnie won’t put 
his toe on the line and Susie throws her 
bein, on the fioor. The average mother 
would say, ‘ Give the child a good spanking 
and make it mind,’ but if a child is a pre- 
cious piece of material, there is nothing too 
small to think of in controlling it.’’ 

There were numerous little experience 
meeting talks in the course of the after- 
noon, and the speakers told of their objec- 
tion to entering the work of the Mothers’ 
Congress at first, but their gradual realiza- 
tion of tts value. 

“It sums up the work of all other or- 
ganizations,” said Mrs. H. H. Birney, after 
giving her experience. ‘“* The time will come 
when childless homes will be opened to 
homeless children, and they will then be 
brought up as they should be. That will do 
away with a large part of the charitable 
institutions.” 

A beautiful bunch of chrysanthemums, 
white and yellow, was presented to Mrs. 
Theodore Birney by Mrs. Almon Hensley 
for the club, with warm expressions of re- 
gard for the ‘‘ Mother of the Mothers’ Con- 
gress Movement.” Mrs. Kohut also said 
pleasant things of Mrs. Birney, while thé 
President of the National organization could 
be seen surreptitiously wiping her eyes be- 
hing her big bunch of posies. The meet‘ng 
ended with a tea. 

There was a meeting in the Grand Central 
Palace yesterday, when the other half of 
what was originally the only city organiza- 
tion of mothers listened to a talk upon 
nursing, diet, and clothing. ‘The two or- 
ganizations, known respectively as _ the 
Mothers’ Club and the Mothers’ Congress of 
New Yerk City, were one body until last 
Fall, when it became two. which, some peo- 
ple say, do not speak as they pass by. The 
chief speaker of the afternoon at the Con- 
gress was Dr, Gazzam, who told the wom- 
en present how to guard against spinal 
troubles in their offspring. Young babies 
should not be held in the lap a long time 
in a sitting position, and they should not 
be coaxed to sit or stand until they show a 
desire to do so. They should lie and kick 
and roll at their own pleasure. Dr. Gaz- 
zam delivered a homily against the corset.

NEW SCHOOLS TO OPEN. 
Two Buildings Completed and to be in 
Use About Dec. 1—Room for 
3,000 Pupils. 


Two of the public schools that have been 
in course of construction are practically 
completed, and in two weeks the first of 
these will be ready for occupancy and the 
other a week later. These are new Public 
School No, 42, at Hester, Orchard, and Lud- 
low Streets, and No. 158, at Seventy-eighth 
Street and Avenue A, 

Public School No. 42, it was expected, 
would have been opened some time ago, but 
owing to the delay in getting the heating 
apparatus installed and in securing theneces- 
sary furniture for the classrooms the work 
of getting the building ready for opening 
has been delayed. This building, when 
completed, will have forty-two classrooms, 
each designed to accommodate forty-five 
pupils, or, in other words, will afford accom- 
modations for 1,890 pupils. Connected with 
the school there will be also a gymnasium 
and roof playground. This school will re- 
place old Publfe School No. 42, at Allen and 
Hester Streets, which has many times been 
condemned, because of poor light and air 
and the noise of elevated trains. There is 
no section: of the city where increased 
school facilities are more needed than here, 
and the old building will still be utilized, at 
least temporarily. Because of the delay in 
getting the necessary new school furniture, 
Superintendent Snyder of the Building De- 
partment has arranged to supply the desks, 
chairs, &c., from other schools, where the 
old furniture has been replaced. 

Public School No. 158 will be ready for 
opening on or about Dec. 1. This new 
school is one of the largest in the city. It 
has forty-eight classrooms, each arranged 
for forty-five pupils, in all capable of tak- 
ing care of 2,160 pupils. There are also a 
gymnasium, cooking rooms, and a manual 
training department, 

With the opening of these two new build- 
ings, over 5,000 children in Manhattan who 
are now crowded into the half-day classes 
will be given the advantage of the whole- 
day system. This will obviate in a great 
measure the necessity of the temporary 
kindergartens that the Board of Education 
has been for so long trying to arrange for. 
According to a statement made yesterday 
by Commissioner Richard H. Adams, this 
inerease of school facilities means certainly 
the indefinite postponement of the opening 
of these emergency schools in stores and 
private residences, and possibly the per- 
manent abandoning of the idea. 

“We are no nearer to-day to the comple- 
tion of plans for opening these kindergar- 
tens,’” said Mr. Adams, ‘“‘ than we were a 
month ago. If anything, we are not as near. 
A number of the buildings that were se- 
lected and reported on favorably by the 
Committee on Sites and Buildings have been 
abandoned for one cause or another. 

**In my bdpinion, schools should be schools, 
and not dwelling houses or storerooms. 
There are certain arrangements that are 
absolutely necessary in a school building 
that cannot be had in these temporary 
quarters, and even if they were used there 
would always be coming up inconveniences 
of one kind or another and innumerable 
little causes for complaint. 

“Another consideration that would not 
seem on the surface to have as much weight 
as it really does, is the moral effect on the 
children. These temporary buildings would 
not seem like regular schools to them and 
could not .be conducted in every way as 
they should.’ ’ 


THE CITY BUDGET APPROVED. 


The Municipal Council, After a Dis- 
cussion, Fails to Reduce Any 
of the Items. 


The Council and Board of Aldermen met 
in joint session yesterday to consider the 
budget for 1899. According to the charter, 
the Municipal Assembly cannot increase the 
amounts in the budget nor insert any new 
item, but it can, by majority vote, reduce 
the amounts. The action of the Assembly 
in reducing amounts is subject to veto of 
the Mayor, which cannot be overridden by 
less than a five-sixths vote. 

Alderman Wafer of Brooklyn started the 
discussion by insisting that the $9,000,000 for 
new schools should be put into the budget, 
instead of being raised by bonds, “in view,”’ 
as he said, ‘“‘of the doubtful conditions 
which may presently prevent the issue of 
bonds.”’ He offered resolutions that the 


amount be put into the budget. They were 
put to vote, and lost. 

Alderman Wafer, in giving his views re- 
garding the budget, fell into a dispute with 
Councilman McGarry. He sarcastically re- 
ferred to Mr. McGarry as ‘the great man 
in the seat in front.”” At this the Council- 
man arose slowly from his seat, and turned 
toward Mr. Wafer. Placing one hand on 
his stomach, he bowed three times to the 
Alderman, and then sat down without hav- 
ing said a word. 

Mtr. Wafer, however, was not subdued by 
this action. He continued his speech, and 
soon referred to Mr. McGarry again. This 
time he called him “ the wonderful man in 
the seat in front.” The Councilman was 
now thoroughly aroused, and, jumping from 
his seat, he cried, ‘‘ Mr. President, I appeal 
to you for protection against this man.” 

President Guggenheimer told Mr. Wafer 
to be in order, and Mr. McGarry was no 
longer annoyed by the Alderman’s sarcasm.

NEED OF TRANSFER STATIONS. 


Health Bonrd (President [Writes to 
Surface Road Officials. 


Acting upon complaints received at his 
Office, President Murphy of the Board of 
Health has decided to look up the subject 
of the need of stations at the transfer 
points of surface car lines. A letter has 
been forwarded by him to the Presidents. of 
the street railroad companies, which, among 
other things, says: 

This board is anxious to establish stations by 
which the traveling public can be protected from 
the inclemency of the weather, and the only way 
it can be done is by a harmonious action with 
your company, unless the department takes in 
its hands the establishing of such stations. 

Will you be kind enough to send this depart- 
ment on Wednesday morning some person who 
can speak for the company, and who will be 
ready to aid in the effort this department will 
make to protect the unfortunates who are com- 
pelled to travel to and from their daily labor in 
the midst of a cold Winter. 

I trust that this proposition will meet with 
your approval, and that the board will not be 
compelled to appeal to the Council of the city, 


UNREPORTED DIPHTHERIA CASE. 


Health Board Investigates a Death 
at Knickerbocker Athletic Club. 


President Murphy of the Board of Health 
has asked the Corporation Counsel to bring 
suit against Dr. Beaman Douglass of 121 
East Thirty-sixth Street for violation of the 
Health Code in not reporting the death of 
Henry Crossman Barnett, who was said to 
have died of diphtheria on Nov. 10 at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic Club. The first in- 
timation that the Board of Health had of 
the matter was the presentation by an un- 
dertaker of a letter from Dr. Douglass ad- 
dressed to the board, asking for a death 
certificate and saying that the patient had 
been cured of diphtheria five days before 
and had died of cardiac weakness. 

A violation of the sanitary code is a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of $500 or a 
year’s imprisonment. 

Dr. Douglass was unwilling to talk about 
the matter yesterday further than to say 
that Mr. Barnett had died of weakness of 
the heart. He had recovered from his ill- 
ness five days before, but Dr. Douglass told 
him he must remain in bed: Mr. Barnett 
disobeyed the directions and got up and 
went about the house and overexerted him- 
self. 

At the Knickerbocker Athletic Club it was 
said last evening that Mr. Barnett had died 
there on Thursday from heart failure five 
days after recovering from diphtheria. The 
following day, it was said, the body was 
removed to an undertaker’s establishment, 
and was then taken to a chapel, after 
which it was taken to the cemetery. No po- 
liceman was known to have come to the 
club, as had been said. The house was 
thoroughly fumigated. 


Board of Estimate Work. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday authorized the Controller to 
issue from time to time assessffient bonds to 
the amount of $4,233,129.49 to defray the 
cost of street openings and improvements 
incurred during 1897. The board also au- 
thorized the transfer of certain unexpended 
balances in the different departments. 
Among the sums tranferred was one of $16,- 
500 from the amount appropriated in excess 
for interest on bonds and stocks. Of that 


amount $12,000 was given to Kings County 
to defray the expenses of the last election. 


More Teachers to be Retired. 


Superintendent Jasper yesterday prepared 
an additional list of Principals and teachers 
who are now eligible to retirement. The 
list contains sixty names, in addition to the 
thirteen who were recommended by Super- 
intendent Jasper several weeks ago. These 
names will be presented to the Central 
Board at its meeting on the last Wednes- 
day of this month. 


Woman a Medical Inspector. 


Dr. Mary M. Murray, daughter of Will- 
fam K. Murray of Flushing, has been ap- 
pointed Medical Inspector of the twelve 
public schools in the old town of Flushing. 
Dr. Murray studied for five years at the 
Woman’s Medicai College in New York City 
and for one year was assistant in the hos- 
pital dispensary.
